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ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Keene,  Tuesday,  January  7,  1908. 
The  members  of  the  city  government  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1908,  having  met  for  organization  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  Hon.  George  II.  Eames,  at  ten  o  'clock  in  the  forenoon. 
The  oath  of  office  by  law  prescribed  was  administered  to  the 
mayor-elect,  Martin  V.  B.  Clark,  by  Hon.  George  H.  Eames, 
who  then  introduced  him  to  the  aldermen  and  councilmen 
present.  After  roll-call  by  the  clerk,  His  Honor  Mayor  Clark 
administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  following  named  mem- 
bers of  the  boards  of  aldermen  and  councilmen,  to  wit:

Whitcomb  was  elected  clerk,  and  Albert  W.  Green,  city  mes- 
senger, and  the  councils  then  adjourned  until  1.30  o'clock. 

At  7.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  common  council  organized  by 
the  choice  of  Ferdinand  D.  Rodenbush,  as  president,  and 
Herbert  0.  Wardwell,  clerk. 
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THE  MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

In  accordance  with  law  and  long-established  custom,  we 
enter  today  upon  the  duties  of  the  offices  to  which  we  were 
elected  on  December  10th  last,  and  for  the  third  time  it  be- 
comes my  duty  and  pleasant  privilege  to  extend  a  cordial  greet- 
ing to  the  members  of  the  city  councils  of  Keene. 

It  is  desirable  that  we  begin  our  work  with  a  fair  under- 
standing of  the  present  condition  of  affairs  of ,  the  city,  its 
immediate  needs  and,  so  far  as  they  may  be  reasonably  an- 
ticipated, its  prospective  wants.  It  is  incumbent  on  the  mayor 
to  make  a  brief  statement  of  these  matters,  and  allow  me  at 
the  very  beginning  of  this  term  to  remind  you  that  we  are 
brought  directly  in  contact  with  the  most  important  rights  and 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  city,  and  we  should  therefore 
manage  the  affairs  they  have  entrusted  to  us  in  the  spirit  of  a 
progressive  policy  economically  administered. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  see  that  so  many  of  the  members 
of  the  councils  have  been  returned  for  another  term  of  service; 
that  several  others  have  been  connected  with  former  adminis- 
trations, and  have  the  benefit  of  past  experience  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  present  conditions ;  and  that  from  all  we  may  con- 
fidently expect  efficient  service  in  the  year  to  come. 

The  commencement  of  new  business  enterprises  and  the 
enlargement  of  others  already  established,  the  number  of 
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buildings  erected  and  now  in  process  of  construction  and  the 
feeling  of  confidence  which  is  expressed  by  so  many  of  our 
conservative  men,  lead  me  to  believe  that  Keene  is  to  have  a 
period  of  greater  business  activity,  steady  development  and 
increased  prosperity. 

You  will  soon  be  called  upon  to  consider  the  appropria- 
tions necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  several  depart- 
ments, having  before  you  the  estimates  which  have  been  re- 
ported by  the  finance  committee  of  last  year  and,  also,  the  re- 
ports of  officers  which  contain  some  special  requests.  Many 
improvements  which  have  been  suggested  are  essential  to  ac- 
tion along  progressive  lines,  and  some  of  them  are  absolutely 
necessary.  In  this  connection  it  may  not  be  . necessary  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  temptation  to  increase  appropriations 
during  the  year,  which  has  become  so  frequent  in  some  of  the 
departments.  I  am  opposed  to  this  manner  of  conducting  the 
public  business  which  has  been  placed  in  our  hands.  When 
the  councils  have  made  the  annual  appropriations,  which 
should  not  cause  the  tax  rate  to  be  increased,  after  careful  con- 
sideration, within  the  limits  of  the  city's  available  income,  it 
will  be  your  duty  to  perform  the  work  of  the  year  within  these 
limitations.  I  commend  to  you  a  careful  examination  of  the 
reports  of  the  past  year,  for  you  will  find  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  details  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  consideration 
of  matters  which  will  be  brought  to  your  attention  and  a  valu- 
able guide  to  further  intelligent  action. 

The  previous  administration  has  turned  over  to  the  city 
government  for  1908  an  unimpaired  balance,  the  apparent  fall- 
ing off,  in  comparison  with  last  year's  balance,  being  accounted 
for  by  the  advance  payment  of  $4,000  of  water  bonds  of  the 
issue  of  1902,  due  in  1911,  from  the  water  loan  sinking  fund, 
and  by  some  abatements  contemplated  in  the  tax  assessments 
of  some  of  the  previous  years. 
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The  total  indebtedness  of  the  city  comprises :  sewer  bonds, 
4  per  cent,  $25,000;  water  bonds,  3|  per  cent,  1887,  $37,000;  , 
water  bonds,  4  per  cent,  1891,  $45,000;  water  bonds,  3J  per 
cent,  1902,  $21,000;  making  the  total  city  debt,  $128,000.  Of 
the  4  per  cent  sewer  bonds  $15,000  fall  due  on  July  1st  next, 
and  I  recommend  that  the  payment  of  these  bonds  be  made 
from  the  funds  in  the  treasury. 

As  usual,  complaints  have  been  made  of  the  bad  condition 
of  certain  streets,  sidewalks  and  bridges.  Much  work  has  been 
done  on  these  during  the  year,  but  much  more  has  been  left, 
over  for  some  future  time  for  lack  of  means.  Good  highways 
are  of  the  greatest  importance.  No  department  of  our  city 
government  is  more  subject  to  observation  and  criticism.  Sur- 
veys and  plans  were  made  for  a  new  highway  through  the 
Griffin  land,  to  accommodate  a  proposed  Federal  building  and 
the  street  was  laid  out.  The  aldermen  did  not  extend  Emerald 
street  across  Mill  creek  to  Island  street,  and  a  proposed  plan 
for  laying  out  and  grading  a  street  across  the  former  "Richards 
estate,  from  West  street  to  Park  street,  was  defeated,  as  well 
as  a  proposed  extension  of  Eichardson  court.  A  large  part  of 
the  extension  of  Woodburn  street,  laid  out  by  the  aldermen  in 
1903,  but  never  built,  was  discontinued  by  the  city  councils.  A 
portion  of  the  Eveleth  road  was  discontinued,  and  surveys 
made  for  the  grading  of  the  Concord  road  over  the  steep  hill 
just  east  of  the  former  road.  On  petition  being  presented,  the 
Eveleth  road  was  again  laid  out  and  a  new  steel  bridge  built 
across  the  Branch  at  that  point,  the  old  abutments  being  raised 
and  partly  rebuilt.  The  wooden  bridge  across  the  old -mill 
flume  on  the  same  road,  east  of  the  new  bridge,  was  replaced 
by  a  stone  culvert.  A  three  panel  steel  fridge,  similar  to  that 
on  the  Eveleth  road,  was  erected  on  the  Branch  road,  over  tin- 
East  Branch,  near  the  Marlboro  road,  the  abutments  being 
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raised  and  the  south  one  rebuilt.  The  easterly  bridge  at  the 
outlet  of  Willson 's  pond,  on  Arch  street,  was  rebuilt  by  replac- 
ing the  old  wooden  stringers  with  steel  beams  and  the  erection 
of  an  iron  railing.  The  bridge  over  Beaver  brook,  near  Fall 
hill,  was  rebuilt  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  abutments 
heavily  reinforced  with  concrete. 

Following  the  survey  and  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a 
grade  for  Page  street,  the  street  has  been  roughly  filled  to  the 
grade  as  laid  out.  A  fill  of  about  8  feet,  now  and  heretofore, 
at  the  west  corner  of  Greenlawn  cemetery,  makes  it  necessary 
to  protect  the  city's  property  at  that  point.  Surveys  and  plans 
were  made  for  a  bank  wall,  the  construction  of  which  was 
authorized  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  highway  and  cemetery 
departments,  but  owing  to  other  uses  for  the  highway  appro- 
priation and  to  the  fact  that  if  a  wall  were  built  it  would 
require  an  iron  fence,  not  provided  for,  it  was  thought  best  to 
defer  the  construction  of  the  wall  and  fence  until  the  present 
year,  when  the  grading  of  the  street  can  be  finished. 

A  new  portable  stone  crusher  was  set  up  in  the  Farwell 
pasture,  near  the  Branch,  and  stone  from  the  brook  was 
crushed  and  used  in  the  construction  of  a  macadam  road  on 
Marlboro  street  between  the  houses  of  F.  A.  Cole  and  C.  W. 
Farwell.  A  similar  piece  of  pavement  was  also  laid  from  the 
Pierce  chair  shop  in  South  Keene,  easterly  to  the  top  of  the 
hill  east  of  the  village.  The  roadway  on  West  street  from  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  to  Ashuelot  street  was  also  resurfaced 
with  broken  stone  and  rolled. 

The  finance  committee  has  made  no  separate  recommenda- 
tion for  the  building  of  macadam,  the  suggestion  being  made 
that  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  direct  the  expenditure 
of  the  whole  amount  appropriated  in  the  exercise  of  their  dis- 
cretion.   The  superintendent  suggests  a  larger  appropriation 
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for  the  extension  of  macadam  pavement,  but  as  new  problems 
have  arisen  in  roadmaking  since  the  advent  of  heavy  pleasure  ' 
machines,  and  the  disregard  for  the  laws  regulating  the  width 
of  tires  to  be  used  on  wagon  for  heavy  traffic  has  been  so  appar- 
ent, it  would  seem  to  be  wiser  to  hold  off  a  year  or  two.  The 
Massachusetts  commissioners  are  understood  to  question  the 
advisability  of  constructing  any  more  state  roads  till  the 
several  schemes  for  hardening  existing  surfaces  or  for 
strengthening  new  work  have  been  tried.  The  experiments 
with  oil,  tar  and  other  materials  may  lead  to  a  solution  of  this 
perplexing  problem  in  the  near  future. 

In  considering  the  resurfacing  of  Central  square,  a  drain- 
age system  is  of  the  first  importance ;  then  I  am  sure  a  portion 
of  the  area  should  be  resurfaced  with  tar  concrete.  This  pave- 
ment at  75  cents  per  square  yard  is  certainly  economical,  for 
nothing  else  as  good  as  concrete  can  be  laid  at  a  less  price  than 
from  $1.50  to  $3.50  per  square  yard. 

The  concrete  appropriation  was  spread  out  as  far  as  it 
would  go  last  year.  The  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Main 
street,  opposite  the  new  block  of  E.  F.  Lane,  was  raised  to  the 
grade  established  in  1903,  a  curbstone  was  laid  in  front  of  the 
block,  and  concrete  was  laid  from  the  Hotel  Ellis  to  the  rail- 
road crossing.  The  paved  gutters  were  also  raised  and  relaid. 
Other  repairs  were  made  on  concrete  walks  at  an  expense  of 
about  a  thousand  dollars.  Owing  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  committee  on  streets  and  others,  it  was  decided  to  make 
more  continuous  repairs  on  the  streets  selected  than  the  de- 
tached patches  at  first  proposed.  As  much  of  the  money  avail- 
able was  used  in  this  way,  it  became  necessary  to  omit  some 
of  the  streets  named  in  the  schedule.  It  is  recommended  that 
if  a  similar  appropriation  is  granted  this  year  you  will  cause 
the  streets  omitted  last  year  to  be  given  the  first  improvements. 
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Most  of  our  concrete  walks  have  been  in  use  for  from  15  to  21 
years,  and  have  given  excellent  service,  but  the  surface  is 
rapidly  wearing  down  to  the  coarse  stones,  leaving  the  top 
very  rough.  As  the  patching  of  a  part  of  a  walk  makes  it  ap- 
pear so  much  the  more  in  need  of  repairs,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
determine  in  advance  where  they  should  begin  and  end.  It 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  annually 
for  several  years  to  make  the  concrete  sidewalks  of  the  city 
reasonably  smooth. 

In  addition  to  the  work  involved  in  the  surveys  and  plans 
previously  mentioned,  Engineer  Wadsworth  has  surveyed  land 
of  the  city  on  Beech  hill,  including  Robin  Hood  forest,  the 
reservoir  lands  and  others,  and  placed  permanent  bounds  of 
iron  or  stone  to  mark  the  corners.  Plans  showing  the  details 
of  the  lands  have  been  placed  on  file  in  the  city  clerk's  office. 
All  the  lands  owned  by  the  city  have  now  been  surveyed  and 
permanently  marked,  and  complete  plans  have  been  inserted 
in  the  city's  records.  Engineer  Wadsworth  has  also  completed 
the  map  of  Keene,  showing  the  details  of  the  boundary  monu- 
ments and  town  lines  authorized  a  year  ago,  and  he  has  pre- 
pared a  brief  history  of  the  growth  and  development  of  Cen- 
tral square  and  upper  Main  street,  authorized  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  commenced  last  year,  with  seven  reference  maps, 
which  you  will  find  published  in  the  annual  report.  The  maps 
show  the  number  and  location  of  the  buildings  and  other  fea- 
tures, at  various  periods  in  the  history  of  the  town,  from  the 
earliest  settlement  to  the  present  year.  All  the  new  buildings 
have  been  given  street  numbers,  as  usual,  which  are  recorded 
on  the  city's  plan  of  streets  and  highways. 

The  city  hall  has  been  used  almost  as  often  this  year  as 
last,  the  receipts  for  rents  being  nearly  $2,000.    The  citizens 
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express  their  appreciation  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  rooms  and 
of  the  impartial  enforcement  of  the  regulations  relating  to 
good  order  adopted  by  the  councils. 

A  new  heating  and  ventilating  system  is  in  operation, 
which  is  expected  to  afford  a  comfortable  auditorium  during 
its  occupancy,  even  in  severest  weather. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  police  commissioners  states 
that  they  have  made  no  changes  in  the  officers  of  the  force  and 
that  the  commissioned  officers  have  performed  their  duties 
faithfully  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public. 

The  superintendent  of  cemeteries  reports  the  usual  good 
condition  of  the  burial  grounds.  He  suggests  that  fences  need 
painting  and  this  matter  should  receive  your  attention  early 
in  the  season;  also  attention  is  called  to  a  piece  of  concrete 
roadway,  which  should  be  repaired  or  replaced.  This  roadway 
was  concreted  to  prevent  washing  away,  but  since  it  was  built 
a  very  good  system  of  drainage  has  been  constructed,  making 
it  possible  to  resurface  this  piece  of  road  with  hardpan  and 
rottenstone,  which  I  think  is  more  in  keeping  with  the  other 
avenues  of  the  cemetery. 

The  additions  to  the  funds  for  special  care  of  lots  received 
during  last  year  amount  to  the  sum  of  $1750;  the  total  of  such 
funds  now  in  charge  of  the  city  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$14,808,  of  which  the  sum  of  $10,165  is  in  the  city  treasury. 
Last  year  I  called  the  attention  of  the  city  councils  to  the  large 
amount  of  cemetery,  funds  remaining  in  the  city  treasury, 
upon  which  the  city  allows  3  J  per  cent  to  the  cemetery  depart- 
ment annually,  according  to  law,  this  being  practically  a  fixed 
charge  upon  the  taxpayers  for  a  large  amount  of  borrowed 
money  which  the  municipality  does  not  now,  in  my  opinion, 
need,  to  carry  on  the  work  during  the  slack  time  in  the  spring, 
as  it  formerly  did,  when  taxes  were  not  coming  in  to  any  great

extent.  In  order  that  these  funds  may  not  furnish  a  tempta- 
tion to  future  municipal  governments  to  be  extravagant  or  to 
make  excessive  appropriations,  I  recommend  that  all  cemetery 
funds  in  the  city  treasury  be  invested  in  the  savings  banks 
of  this  city  as  rapidly  as  good  business  judgment  will  allow, 
under  the  direction  of  the  finance  committee. 

A  number  of  new  lots  have  been  surveyed  and  marked  out 
in  the  northerly  part  of  Woodland  cemetery.  Plans  of  the  lots 
have  been  incorporated  in  the  former  records  of  plans  of  ceme- 
teries. All  the  cemetery  plans  have  been  brought  up  to  date 
by  the  addition  of  all  the  burials  made  during  the  past  year  as 
well  as  by  a  record  of  all  new  lots  sold  by  the  superintendent. 
A  small  strip  of  land  has  been  purchased  by  the  city  on  the 
west  side  of  Woodland  cemetery  in  order  to  guard  against  en- 
croachments by  excavations,  such  as  have  been  threatened  by 
the  sale  of  sand  by  adjoining  owners  in  the  past. 

There  is  no  department  in  our  public  service  in  which  the 
people  have  so  deep  an  interest  as  in  our  public  schools,  whose 
successful  administration  is  conducted  by  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  Union  school  district.  It  is  a  source  of  pride  that  our 
schools  have  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard.  Our  people 
have  given  generously  and  continuously  for  their  support  and 
maintenance,  the  largest  appropriation  made  to  any  one  de- 
partment being  required  to  meet  their  annual  expenses.  The 
councils  make  a  separate  appropriation  for  school  books  and 
supplies,  which  has  been  proportionably  larger  than  in  other 
places  in  the  state,  but  it  can  be  safely  reduced  this  year. 
While  the  superintendent  reports  a  smaller  number  of  children 
in  the  public  schools  of  Keene  than  last  year,  between  the  ages 
of  5  and  16,  the  total  enrollment  of  scholars  of  all  ages  in  our 
schools  shows  a  gain  over  that  of  a  year  ago. 

The  board  of  health  has  had  a  busy  term  in  the  necessary 
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quarantine  of  contagions  cases  and  relief  incident  thereto.  The 
diseases  requiring  their  attention  were  not  peculiar  to  this  city  - 
alone,  but  appeared  in  other  parts  of  the  state.  The  board  was 
ably  assisted  by  the  city  physician  and  the  overseer  of  the 
poor,  and  all  concerned  in  the  administration  of  this  depart- 
ment worked  faithfully  and  effectually  to  abate  an  epidemic. 

The  water  commissioners  report  a  gain  of  about  seven 
pounds  pressure  throughout  the  water  system  by  connecting 
the  line  over  Beech  hill  with  the  standpipe.  I  recommend  that 
the  unused  and  useless  octagon  reservoir  be  dismantled,  a  new 
pipe  line  laid  to  the  stand  pipe,  the  site  of  the  present  reservoir 
be  leveled  and  the  iron  fence  used  on  the  proposed  bank  wall 
for  Page  street. 

The  park  commissioner  is  carrying  out  the  intention  of 
the  donor  of  our  principal  parks,  as  far  as  his  means  will  admit, 
and  expects  to  be  able  to  do  more  forestry  work  in  the  future 
by  the  aid  of  the  income  from  the  "Wheeloek  forestry  fund. 

The  Citizens'  Electric  Company  furnishes  67  arc  and  186 
incandescent  electric  street  lights,  an  addition  of  2  arc  and 
18  incandescent  lights  during  the  past  two  years.  The  ser- 
vice has  been  prompt  and  almost  without  a  break,  and  the 
lights  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Our  fire  department  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and 
the  men  have  responded  to  the  numerous  alarms  with  prompt- 
ness. The  efficiency  of  the  department  is  too  well  known  to 
you  all  to  need  any  word  of  praise  from  me  at  this  time.  The 
councils  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  abolish  the  garbage  pre- 
cinct and  the  collection  of  refuse  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  but 
the  inspection  of  hotels  and  buildings  used  partly  or  wholly 
for  business  purposes,  within  the  fire  precinct,  at  least  once  in 
two  months,  will  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  all  the  regula- 
tions made  by  the  engineers  for  the  prevention  of  fires. 
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The  new  combination  chemical  engine  and  hose  wagon 
does  effective  service.  The  department  is  entitled  to  a  renewal 
of  hose  this  year  and  I  recommend  that  a  suitable  quantity  to 
make  up  for  depreciation  in  this  part  of  the  equipment  be 
purchased. 

Pending  the  outcome  of  litigation  relating  to  the  library 
building  and  the  custody  of  the  library,  the  trustees  find  them- 
selves as  far  awTay  from  the  realization  of  their  hopes  for  a 
fireproof  book  room  as  ever. 

The  circulation  in  the  book  department  ,  has  taken  a  de- 
cided drop,  being  considerably  less  than  last  year,  while  or- 
dinarily there  is  an  increase  from  year  to  year.  There  may 
be  two  reasons  for  this  decrease  in  circulation.  In  times  of 
business  depression  it  is  often  noticed  that  there  is  a  marked 
increase  in  the  use  of  libraries.  Those  out  of  work  have  time 
on  their  hands  which  they  are  glad  to  employ  in  reading.  In 
times  of  prosperity  every  one  is  occupied,  and  out  of  working 
hours  there  is  money  to  spend  for  amusements  and  shopping. 
The  places  of  amusement  in  the  city  are  increasing  and  they 
are  pretty  well  patronized.  Another  reason  assigned  is  in  the 
reduced  amount  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees  for  the  purchase 
of  books  during  the  year.  It  has  been  truly  said  that  it  is  just 
as  impossible  for  a  library  to  show  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  in  circulation  without  frequent  accessions  of  new 
books  as  it  is  for  a  half  fed  child  to  grow  normally.  Books 
are  the  life  blood  of  a  library  and  it  must  constantly  be 
supplied  with  new  material  to  insure  life  and  activity.  A 
reinvestment  of  the  Thayer  and  Chapin  fund  caused  a  tem- 
porary loss  to  the  book  money,  but  that  will  soon  be  restored 
by  an  income  which  will  remain  undisturbed  for  a  long  term. 

In  the  month  of  March  the  city  councils  instructed  the 
city  solicitor  to  take  such  action  as  he  deemed  necessary, 
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through  legal  proceedings  or  otherwise,  in  seeking  an  abroga- 
tion and  cancellation  of  the  contract  between  the  city  and 
Edward  C.  Thayer  entered  into  on  June  6,  1898.  and  of  the 
transactions  taking  place  in  pursuance  of  such  contract,  and 
in  obtaining  a  restoration  of  the  city's  library  and  property 
in  connection  therewith  which  might  be  improperly  in  the 
custody  of  any  persons. 

The  supreme  court  had  already  rendered  a  decision  which 
makes  it  incumbent  on  the  city  to  use  the  Coolidge  lot  for  a 
library  building  and  a  public  park,  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  deed  by  which  it  was  conveyed  to  the  city.  As  a  reasonable 
time  has  elapsed  in  which  the  use  of  the  property,  as  provided 
by  the  deed,  can  be  deferred,  the  city  can  be  called  upon  at 
any  time  to  perform  the  obligation  it  assumed  in  accepting  the 
property.  It  was  considered  inexpedient  to  establish  and  main- 
tain two  public  libraries  in  separate  and  unconnected  build- 
ings, and,  therefore,  the  solicitor  brought  suit  which  was  en- 
tered at  the  October  term  of  the  superior  court.  The  trustees 
have  taken  no  action  as  a  board  in  regard  to  the  suit,  but  at 
the  request  of  the  president  of  the  trustees  the  court  continued 
the  case  until  next  April. 

The  solicitor  makes  a  timely  suggestion  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  large  amount  of  uncollected  taxes,  and  I  am 
sure  you  will  give  his  recommendation  your  early  attention. 

I  think  that  the  members  will  understand  that  all  delibera- 
tions of  committees  should  be  conducted  in  sessions  actually 
convened,  and  not  by  individual  expressions  of  opinion  sep- 
arately given.  All  the  work  of  a  committee  should  be  done  in 
the  spirit  of  frankness  and  fairness  and  with  a  full  understand- 
ing of  the  principles  and  rights  involved,  and  so  conducted 
and  concluded  that  no  member  of  the  city  government  or  citi- 
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zen  can  afterwards  bring  forward  well  grounded  charges  to 
the  contrary.  In  the  spirit  of  one  of  my  predecessors,  though 
not  in  his  exact  words,  let  me  conclude  by  suggesting  that  we 
now  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  year.

The  mayor,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  president 
of  the  common  council,  shall  have  power  to  license  all  public 
shows,  circuses,  caravans,  and  concerts,  roller  skating  rinks 
and  shooting  galleries,  on  such  lawful  terms  and  conditions  as 
to  him  may  seem  reasonable  and  just. 

That  Section  2  of  said  chapter  be  amended  so  that  the 
same  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  set  up,  maintain  or  ex- 
hibit any  public  show,  circus  or  caravan,  skating  rink  or  shoot- 
ing gallery  without  license  as  aforesaid,  or  contrary  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  license,  shall  be  prosecuted  and 
fined  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  if  the  laws  of  the 
state  do  not  provide  therefor,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars.

That  Section  11  of  said  Chapter  V  be  and  hereby  is 
amended  by  striking  out  from  the  third  line  thereof  the  words 
"board  of  commissioners"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
"City  Councils." 

That  Section  13  of  said  Chapter  V  be  amended  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "the"  in  the  fifth  line  thereof  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  words  "joint  standing  committee  on 
water  works,  sewers  and  drains,  which  shall  always  be  open 
to  said  committee." 

That  Section  14  of  said  Chapter  V  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  ' '  commissioners ' '  in  the  third  line  thereof  and 
inserting  instead  the  words  "joint  standing  committee  on 
water  works,  sewers  and  drains."

The  earnings  of  the  department  show  a  loss  of  $502.02, 
which  is  accounted  for  by  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.,  whose  rates  were 
$678,90  less  than  last  year. 

The  extreme  dry  season  made  it  necessary  to  shut  off  one 
of  the  Roxbury  lines;  the  eight-inch  line  over  Beech  hill  was 
shut  off  October  20th,  and  just  enough  water  was  let  through 
the  South  Keene  line  to  keep  it  from  freezing. 

About  85  per  cent  of  the  water  now  being  used  is  from 
Sylvan  lake. 

The  gates  and  hydrants  have  been  thoroughly  tested  and 
repaired,  and  a  number  of  old  wooden  boxes  replaced  with 
cast  iron  boxes. 

I  respectfully  recommend : 

That  the  Sylvan  lake  main  be  relaid  with  cast  iron  pipe 
as  far  as  the  old  cemetery. 

That  an  eight-inch  pipe  be  laid  in  Grove  street  from  Water 
to  Marlboro  street. 

That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  water,  sewer  and 
drain  department  be  revised  at  an  early  date. 

That  the  city  adopt  the  meter  system,  or  raise  the  dam 
at  Echo  lake  at  least  three  feet. 

After  consulting  with  Dr.  Geo.  T.  Moor,  who  has  charge 
of  the  U.  S.  Laboratory  of  Plant  Physiology  as  to  the  method 
of  applying  the  copper  sulphate  to  ponds,  Sylvan  lake  was 
shut  off  at  the  dam,  Oct.  13th,  and  treated  in  the  proportion 
of  one  part  copper  sulphate  to  8,000,000  parts  of  water. 

No  visible  change  was  noted  in  the  lake,  but  samples  of 
water  taken  at  different  times  showed  a  marked  change.

A  sample  taken  before  the  copper  sulphate  was  applied 
showed  a  greenish  tinge  and  some  sediment;  the  sample  taken 
the  third  day  after  was  bright  and  sparkling. 

The  water  was  turned  into  the  city  mains  Oct.  18th,  and 
as  most  of  the  water  used  by  the  city  since  that  date  was  from 
Sylvan  lake,  and  as  no  complaints  have  been  received,  it  would 
indicate  that  the  treatment  was  successful. 

The  following  table  of  water  analyses  show  that  the  water 
has  been  at  all  times  free  from  pollution  and  rated  good.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
I  have  deposited  in  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  $1,445, 
during  the  year  ending  December  1,  1908.  Of  this  amount 
$1,444  were  received  as  rent  of  city  hall  and  $1  for  a  telephone 
bill. 

The  demand  for  the  use  of  the  city  hall  for  theatrical 
attractions  has  fallen  off  the  past  year.  So  many  dates  have 
been  cancelled,  which  had  been  booked  in  good  faith  by  travel- 
ing companies,  that  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  messenger 
or  committee  could  increase  the  revenues  to  an  amount  nearly 
approaching  the  receipts  of  the  past  two  years. 

Local  entertainments  have  been  of  a  high  class  and  have 
been  well  patronized. 

A  large  globe  gas  light  has  been  installed  at  the  head  of 
the  main  stairway  in  front  of  the  ticket  office,  which  is  ap- 
preciated by  the  public. 

The  bookings  for  the  coming  season  are  about  as  usual  and 
indicate  a  fair  prospect  for  increased  rentals  during  1909.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1908 : 
There  have  been  no  births  or  deaths  among  the  city  poor 

during  the  past  year. 

I  have  made  seventy  house  calls  and  have  had  twenty-five 

office  visits. 

The  patients  attended  have  had  the  following  diseases : 
Lagrippe,  tuberculosis,  asthma,  indigestion,  colds,  alcoholism, 
pneumonia,  insanity,  whooping-cough,  bronchitis,  apoplexy, 
neuralgia,  epilepsy,  otorrhoea,  diarrhoea  and  diphtheria. 

Seventeen  calls  were  made  at  the  police  station  and  the 
patients  treated  there  were  with  one  or  two  exceptions  suffer- 
ing from  some  form  of  alcoholism. 

Twelve  calls  were  made  for  the  board  of  health,  examining 
pupils  at  the  schools  and  otherwise  assisting  the  board  in  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  contagious  diseases.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONER. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
The  accompanying  map  and  descriptive  matter,  furnished 
by  the  city  engineer,  will  prove  of  much  interest  to  our 
citizens ;  showing  that  with  the  revenue  from  the  Wheelock 
fund  this  year,  we  have  been  able  to  make  a  small  beginning 
by  way  of  opening  up  Robin  Hood  Forest,  and  constructing 
passable  walks  and  drives;  also  showing  the  possibilities  of 
this  picturesque  spot.  The  number  who  have  sought  this 
resort  since  the  work  began,  has  been  surprisingly  large. 

The  older  pines  in  Wheelock  Park  will,  in  the  future, 
require  much  attention,  owing  to  the  accumulation  of  dead 
wood. 

It  is  regretable  that  some  people  seem  to  forget  these  great 
natural  parks  were  presented  to  our  city,  for  our  use  and 
enjoyment  for  all  time;  and  that  our  greatest  enjoyment  will 
be  derived  by  using  them  as  carefully  as  if  they  were  our  own.

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PARK  LANDS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  KEENE  ON  BEECH 

HILL. 


The  lands  of  the  city  of  Keene  on  Beech  Hill,  that  were 
given  and  set  aside  for  park  purposes,  shown  on  the  accom- 
panying* map,  comprise  about  111  acres,  and  include  the  lands 
originally  purchased  and  acquired  of  Wm.  0.  Shelly,  J.  G. 
Warren  and  others  in  1872,  in  connection  with  the  new  water 
system.  The  dam  was  soon  after  built  and  the  present  Beech 
Hill  reservoir  established.  An  additional  tract  of  about  one 
acre  was  purchased  of  James  Boyce  at  the  north  end  of  the 
reservoir  in  1875,  for  flowage.  When  the  water  was  introduced 
from  Roxbury  in  1886,  a  tract  of  about  six  acres  was  bought  of 
Oren  Shelly  and  the  Octagon  reservoir  built  upon  it.  All  the 
above  lands  were  set  aside  and  constituted  a  public  park,  to 
be  called  City  Park,  by  vote  of  the  city  councils,  June  7, 1888. 
In  1889  about  one-third  of  an  acre  adjoining  City  Park,  on  the 
Roxbury  road,  was  bought  of  Edwin  I.  Parks.  During  the 
same  year,  March  29,  Mr.  George  A.  Wheelock  presented  to 
the  city  a  tract  of  about  twelve  acres,  adjoining  City  Park,  to 
be  held  in  trust  for  the  children,  and  kept  as  a  forest,  and  the 
pine  trees  growing  thereon  to  be  kept  to  their  full  age.  The 
income  to  be  used  to  construct  paths,  cabins,  grottoes,  statues 
of  animals  or  other  attractive  objects.  This  was  called  the 
Children's  Wood.  November  22,  1897,  Mr.  Wheelock  presented 
the  city  with  another  tract  of  about  eighty-three  acres  in 
extent,  lying  northerly  and  easterly  of  the  foregoing,  and  ex- 
tending from  the  Roxbury  road  on  the  southeast  to  North 
Lincoln  street  on  the  northwest.  To  be  kept  as  a  forest,  and 
not  to  be  cleared  except  when  better  kinds  of  trees  are  in- 
troduced. The  income  derived  from  proper  thinning  of  the 
timber  to  be  used  for  keeping  the  roads  therein,  introducing 
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better  trees,  shrubs  and  plants,  building  shelters  or  making 
improvements.  Mr.  Wheelock  named  this  tract  Robin  Hood 
Forest.  Mr.  Wheelock,  as  park  commissioner,  had  charge  of 
these  lands  for  the  city.  He  cleared  the  underbrush  from  a 
large  area,  introduced  many  trees  and  shrubs  not  native  to 
that  locality,  improved  the  old  wood  roads  and  laid  out  and 
graded  many  new  roads  and  pathways,  much  of  the  work 
being  done  with  his  own  hands.  Mr.  Wheelock  did  this  work 
very  quietly,  and  probably  but  few  of  our  citizens  are  aware 
to  what  extent  he  had  developed  that  section,  or  realize  the 
picturesque  nature  of  the  park,  or  to  what  extent  it  is  capable 
of  being  developed  into  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  pictur- 
esque wild-wood  parks  of  New  England.  The  accompanying 
map  shows  the  scheme  of  roads  and  pathways  laid  out  and 
projected  by  Mr.  Wheelock,  as  well  as  the  location  of  the  park 
with  reference  to  the  city,  and  the  most  feasible  routes  to  it. 
Many  of  the  roads  are  rather  rough  at  present,  but  a  good 
beginning  has  been  made  the  present  season  by  Mr.  Taft,  our 
park  commissioner,  from  a  fund  becoming  available  for  the  pur- 
pose, in  regrading  some  of  the  roads,  making  them  available  for 
public  use.  The  roads  so  improved  are  indicated  on  the  map  by 
-arrows.  Entering  from  the  Roxbury  road,  about  twenty  rods 
above  the  octagon,  and  turning  to  the  right,  one  passes  along 
Robin  Hood  road,  nearly  parallel  with  the  Roxbury  road. 
This  road  runs  through  a  pine  grove  for  about  one-fourth  of 
a  mile  and  continues  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  park  where 
it  enters  the  Elliot  pasture  and  connects  with  the  old  Nourse 
road.  The  latter  road  continues  to  the  " Jordan"  road  that 
passes  along  the  summit  of  Beech  Hill,  and  the  heirs  of  Mr. 
Elliot  are  willing  to  give  a  right  of  way  through  their  land 
when  Robin  Hood  road  is  made  available  for  public  travel.  A 
few  rods  south  of  table  rock,  a  large  flat  boulder  so  marked 
by  Mr.  Wheelock,  the  improved  road  turns  to  the  west  and 
south,  passing  the  "Kidd,"  another  large  boulder  marked  by 
Mr.  Wheelock,  and  again  turning  to  the  west  enters  the 
Blarney  Rtone  road.  Following  the  latter  road  to  the  north 
about  one-eighth  of  a  mile  one  passes  the  " Blarney  Stone"  on 
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the  left,  a  flat  stone  arranged  for  a  seat,  with  the  name  cut  on 
the  front  edge.  This  is  the  subject  of  one  of  Mr.  Wheeloek's 
published  poems.  A  little  north  of  this  is  "Sunset  Rock,"  a 
ledge  of  considerable  area  with  the  name  cut  upon  it.  The 
trees  and  brush  have  been  cleared  away  from  the  west  side  of 
the  rock,  affording  an  uninterrupted  view  of  Keene  and  the 
Ashuelot  valley,  which  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  ledge  faces 
the  west,  affording  a  fine  view  of  the  sunsets,  hence  the  name. 
A  little  north  of  Sunset  Rock  a  circle  has  been  made  in  the 
road  where  teams  can  turn  and  retrace  their  way  to  the 
Roxbury  road.  A  little  east  of  Sunset  Rock  stands  a  large 
conical  boulder  with  the  name  "Ajax"  cut  upon  it,  and  a 
short  distance  southwest  of  the  rock  is  a  very  large  boulder, 
beside  the  wall,  marked  "Jumbo."  A  path  passes  on  the  west 
side  of  this,  and  extends  northwesterly  down  the  hill,  inter- 
secting with  Spring  Lane  and  the  old  Nourse  road,  north  of 
the  reservoir.  This  road  passes  over  a  ledge  of  considerable 
area  that  has  been  marked  "Hell  Gate,"  a  name  no  doubt 
suggested  by  the  ledge  that  was  blasted  from  its  namesake 
several  years  ago,  to  make  a  passage  from  Long  Island  Sound 
to  the  East  river.  One  of  the  most  pleasant  roads  in  the  park, 
which,  although  rather  rough,  can  be  driven  over,  and  one 
which  it  is  hoped  may  be  improved  next  year,  enters  the  park 
at  the  junction  of  Roxbury  and  "Water  streets  and  runs  to  the 
west  side  of  the  octagon,  and  is  called  the  Octagon  road.  From 
this  point  it  passes,  by  the  name  of  Spring  Lane,  along  the 
easterly  side  of  the  Beech  Hill  reservoir,  a  little  north  of 
which  it  intersects  the  old  Nourse  road,  and  continues  down 
the  hill  towards  the  northwest  to  North  Lincoln  street,  a  little 
south  of  George  street.  There  are  two  springs  of  cool  and 
clear  water  on  the  east  side  of  this  road,  east  of  the  reservoir, 
the  most  northerly  of  which  has  been  enclosed  with  a  stone 
curb.  A  future  entrance  to  the  park  is  contemplated  from 
Roxbury  street,  via  East  Prospect  street,  now  called  Reservoir 
street,  passing  over  the  dam  at  the  south  end  of  the  reservoir, 
where  it  connects  with  the  Octagon  road  and  Spring  Lane, 
thence  passes  north  of  the  octagon  to  the  Roxbury  road.  This 
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road  is  not  passable  at  the  present  time.  Another  possible 
entrance,  for  future  consideration,  is  from  North  Lincoln 
street,  north  of  Beaver  street,  running  at  an  easy  grade  up 
the  hill  to  connect  Avith  the  westerly  end  of  the  old  Nourse 
road,  thence  over  the  latter  road,  which  is  now  quite  well 
graded,  to  a  junction  with  Spring  Lane  mentioned  above.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  show  on  the  map  the  location  of  other 
interesting  and  picturesque  localities  which  abound  in  the 
park.  It  is  hoped  that  a  small  fund  may  be  available  each 
year  that  the  suggested  improvements  and  others  can  eventu- 
ally be  made,  increasing  the  beauty  and  accessibility  of  the 
park.  In  the  meantime  it  is  hoped  that  our  citizens,  as  well  as 
visitors  to  our  city,  will  in  their  drives  and  rambles  visit  and 
become  acquainted  with  the  beauties  and  possibilities  of  the 
city's  park  lands  on  Beech  Hill.

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REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
The  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  finds 
the  department  fully  up  to  standard  as  regards  apparatus  and 
equipment  with  the  exception  of  the  Deluge  hose  wagon  and 
Hook  and  Ladder  sled  that  need  repairing,  and  with  a  full 
quota  of  men  in  each  company. 

You  will  note  from  the  following  table  of  fires  and  losses 
that  the  department  has  responded  to  sixty-six  alarms,  sixteen 
bell  alarms  and  fifty  still  alarms,  one  being  out  of  town,  at 
Gilsum.  The  net  loss  at  these  fires  was  $12,885.32.  Most  of 
this  loss  was  the  result  of  the  fire  at  Pierce's  brush  handle 
shop,  at  South  Keene,  which  carried  very  little  insurance,  only 
$9,948.00  on  a  $30,000.00  plant,  there  being  a  $20,000.00  loss 
and  $9,948.00  paid  makes  the  net  loss  of  $10,052.00. 

Improvements  and  new  apparatus  added  to  the  depart- 
ment : 

There  has  been  1,000  feet  of  cotton,  double  jacket,  rubber 
lined  hose  purchased  for  the  department,  a  new  hose  rack  has 
been  built  in  the  steamer  house,  rubber  coats  and  boots  have 
been  purchased.  A  new  hose  house  has  been  built  at  South 
Keene,  one  reel  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition,  1,500  feet 
of  linen  hose  and  two  pipes  purchased,  and  everything  that  is 
needed  for  a  hose  house  of  this  kind  supplied.  There  has  been 
one  new  pair  of  horses  purchased  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder 
company  to  take  the  place  of  the  pair  that  was  unfit  for  service. 
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Apparatus  and  force : 

The  apparatus  and  force  of  the  department,  under  a  chief 
and  three  assistant  engineers,  located  at  central  fire  station, 
Vernon  street,  is  as  follows: 

Steamer  company  (25  men)  with  Amoskeag  steamer  No.  1, 
Button  steamer  No.  2,  one  combination  chemical  and  hose 
wagon,  one  Relief  hose  wagon.  Washington  Hook  and  Ladder 
company  (20  men)  has  one  service  truck,  and  one  relief  truck. 
Deluge  Hose  company  (20  men)  has  one  hose  wagon. 

There  are  7,000  feet  rubber  lined  fire  hose,  200  feet  chemi- 
cal hose,  ten  extinguishers,  one  cellar  pipe,  uniforms,  rubber 
boots,  and  rubber  hats  for  the  department;  four  sets  of 
swing  harnesses,  and  two  extra  Barry  collars,  and  three  sleds, 
one  for  each  company. 

There  will  be  located  at  South  Keene,  one  hose  reel,  and 
1,500  feet  of  linen  hose. 

I  make  the  following  recommendations : 

The  Deluge  hose  wagon  needs  repairing,  there  should  be 
new  wheels  and  axles  placed  under  it,  one  30  gallon  chemical 
tank  added,  and  painted.  This  should  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible  as  it  is  very  inconvenient  and  we  lose  much  valuable 
time  in  answering  still  alarms  especially  in  the  night,  as  the 
horses  have  to  be  led  from  one  barn  to  another  while  we  have 
only  one  chemical  wagon  as  at  the  present  time. 

On  account  of  the  crowded  floor  space  in  the  steamer  room 
there  should  be  additional  room,  in  convenient  quarters,  for 
the  relief  hose  wagon,  as  has  been  demonstrated  twice  in  the 
past  year  when  extra  hose  was  wanted  quickly.  A  new  body 
for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  sled  is  also  needed. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph : — Box  22  has  been  taken  from 
the  telephone  office  and  placed  on  the  fire  station,  which 
proves  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  change.  There  should  be  four 
new  boxes  to  be  located  as  follows:  George  street,  corner  of 
Sullivan  street;  upper  Elm  street;  in  vicinity  of  the  high 
school  building;  West  Keene. 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  in  very  good  condition,  but  I 
would  recommend  that  our  present  gravity  system  be  changed 
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to  storage  battery  as  I  think,  on  investigation  it  would  be 
proved  that  storage  battery  would  be  more  efficient  and  less 
expensive. 

1  take  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  harmony  prevails 
between  the  officers  and  men  of  the  several  companies,  that 
they  appreciate  their  quarters  and  the  liberal  spirit  manifested 
by  the  city  councils  in  promptly  providing  for  the  needs  of 
the  department.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the 
valuable  aid  afforded  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the 
joint  standing  committee  on  fire  department,  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  streets,  who  has  done  all  in  his  power  to  further  the 
efficiency  of  the  department.  A  most  cordial  relation  exists 
among  the  members  associated  with  me  on  the  board  of  engi- 
neers, who,  with  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department, 
have  efficiently  supported  rne  during  this  term,  and  to  them 
and  the  city  councils  my  thanks  are  hereby  returned.

The  following  signals  were  adopted  by  the  board  of 
engineers,  January.  1907,  and  are  as  follows : 

1.    The  superintendent  has  the  right  to  strike  one  blow 

upon  the  bells  at  any  time,  to  test  the  circuit;  also  to  ring  in 
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one  round  from  any  box,  preceded  by  a  single  blow  exactly 
five  minutes  after  the  noon  stroke,  on  Saturdays,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  boxes. 

2.  The  signal  22  repeated  on  the  bells  is  to  call  the  fire- 
men to  their  houses  for  further  orders. 

3.  Two  blows  struck  upon  the  bells  signifies  a  still  alarm. 

4.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  the  engineers  may  cause  a 
second  alarm  to  be  sounded  from  the  nearest  box.  A  second 
alarm  is  given  by  striking  ten  blows,  followed  by  the  box 
number. 

5.  As  box  9,  which  is  located  on  city  hall,  is  still  likely  to 
be  used  for  a  general  alarm,  and  to  be  pulled  for  a  fire  which 
is  not  in  or  near  the  square,  the  engineers  will  ring  in  a  second 
alarm  or  four  full  rounds  from  this  box,  if  there  is  fire  of  any 
magnitude  near  the  square. 

6.  The  old  alarm  on  city  hall  will  only  be  rung  between 
9  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  except  in  case  of  serious  fire. 

7.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beaver  Mills 
Co.,  and  alarms  of  fire  will  be  given  on  their  whistle  same  as 
by  the  bells. 
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REPORT  OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF  FIRE 
ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
During  the  year  box  No.  22  has  been  removed  from  the 
telephone  office  to  the  outside  of  the  fire  station  building.  A 
still  alarm  call  box,  installed  in  the  new  telephone  exchange, 
gives  the  operators  opportunity  to  respond  immediately  to  tele- 
phone calls  not  quickly  answered  from  the  fire  station. 

In  reporting  the  condition  of  the  system  I  desire  to  place 
before  you  some  of  the  suggestions  which  have  been  offered  to 
the  superintendent. 

One  who  keeps  his  eye  constantly  on  the  shortcomings  of 
the  superintendent  and  yet  judges  Avith  candor  says,  that  for 
all  practical  purposes  our  present  fire  alarm  system  is  all  right. 
This  is  shown  by  the  few  serious  fires ;  by  the  quickness  with 
which  the  fires  which  do  occur  are  put  out,  and  the  small 
amount  of  damage  done  by  reason  of  the  firemen  being  so 
quickly  notified.  It  would  seem  that  the  first  necessity  required 
of  a  fire  alarm  system  is  to  apprise  the  firemen  of  the  existence 
of  a  fire,  and  that,  apparently,  our  system  is  entirely  sufficient 
for  that  purpose.  The  results  appear  to  show  that  the  method 
of  still  alarms  recently  put  in  practice,  is  of  very  great  advan- 
tage in  the  saving  of  expense  and  labor  on  the  part  of  firemen. 

One  who  is  well  informed  on  all  public  matters,  but  who 
has  no  especial  fault  to  find,  expresses  his  opinion  that  the  care- 
taker is  doing  as  well  as  he  can  with  his  present  experience  and 
with  the  apparatus  furnished  by  the  city.  The  suggestion  fol- 
lows, however,  that  a  change  in  the  system,  such  as  has  been 
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advised  in  the  past,  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  thousands 
of  dollars,  with,  perhaps,  no  greater  security  from  the  contem- 
plated outlay. 

One  who  has  always  taken  a  friendly  interest  in  matters 
relating  to  our  duties  as  superintendent,  says,  that  possibly  our 
underground  conduit  lines,  which  are  not  so  easy  to  reach  and 
to  repair  in  case  of  burning  out  from  contact  with  electric  cur- 
rents, may  not  give  as  good  satisfaction  in  the  future  as  lines 
carried  on  poles  around  and  just  outside  the  Square  on  the 
nearest  cross  streets,  but  not  back  or  front  of  blocks.  Still 
conduits  keep  wires  out  of  the  way  of  smoke  gases  from  locomo- 
tives where  wires  have  to  cross  the  railroad  tracks. 

An  electrician  suggests  that  it  is  advisable  to  cross  the  fire 
alarm  at  right  angles  with  all  foreign  wires,  or  where  the  fire 
alarm  wires  cross  any  of  the  electric  light  or  other  foreign 
wires,  to  either  cross  on  the  same  poles  with  a  T  arm  or  use 
some  sort  of  guard  wire  to  protect  the  fire  alarm  telegraph  from 
contact.  The  contact  of  wires  has  given  more  or  less  trouble 
during  the  past  year  and  accounts  for  much  of  the  expense  of 
maintenance.

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REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  KEENE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Councils : 

The  trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

The  uncertain  condition  of  the  library's  future  continuing, 
the  trustees  have  been  unable  to  make  certain  improvements  so 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution  and  the  convenience 
of  the  public.  A  new  card  catalogue  case,  however,  was  pur- 
chased, as  the  growth  of  the  library  required  it. 

Miss  Bloomingdale  and  the  assistant  librarian  have  faith- 
fully and  satisfactorily  carried  on  their  work,  and  during  the 
year  have  made  an  inventory  of  the  books,  being  able  to  correct 
the  reports  and  account  for'volumes  lost  and  discarded. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  the  increase  in  circulation, 
although  not  as  many  new  books,  especially  those  of  fiction, 
have  been  added  this  year.  Interest  is  being  received  from  the 
reinvested  Thayer  and  Chapin  fund  which  will  give  the  book 
committee  greater  opportunity. 

Owing  to  change  of  residence,  Dr.  T.  W.  Harris  resigned 
from  the  board,  which  lost  thereby  an  active  and  esteemed 
member.  Mr.  Philip  II.  Faulkner  was  elected  by  the  city  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

The  library  has  received  from  the  Sarah  H.  Joslin  estate 
several  sets  of  bound  magazines,  and  from  Miss  Carrie  E.  Whit- 
comb  some  valuable  French  books. 

The  subscription  to  the  Library  Art  club,  which  for  several 
years  has  been  the  gift  of  a  friend,  has  been  continued  by  the 
trustees  as  the  patrons  of  the  library  have  been  especially 
interested  in  the  exhibitions. 
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An  interesting  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Library 
association  was  held  in  literary  hall  in  Spetember.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  more  of  the  patrons  of  the  library  did  not  attend, 
for  such  meetings  are  most  beneficial  in  the  enlightment  and 
instruction  in  regard  to  all  matters  concerning  a  public  library. 

The  whole  of  the  Julia  B.  Thayer  legacy  has  been  received 
and  invested,  and  amounts  with  interest  to  $10,933.91.  During 
the  year  the  regular  quarterly  meetings,  have  been  held. 

In  the  librarian's  report  hereby  appended  will  be  found 
further  information  and  statistics.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Keene  Public  Library: 

It  is  with  pleasure,  that,  in  looking  over  the  record  of 
statistics  for  the  past  year,  I  note  the  increase  in  circulation 
of  2,116  over  that  of  last  year,  and  an  increase  of  836  over  that 
of  1906,  which  up  to  that  time,  was  the  largest  year  of  the 
library's  circulation.  This  seems  especially  noteworthy  as  we 
have  made  only  436  accessions  as  compared  with  557  of  last 
year,  owing  to  a  shortage  of  income  of  the  book  funds,  and  to 
the  increased  prices  in  rebinding  of  books. 

Of  the  new  books  of  the  year,  a  1908  edition  of  Rand  and 
McNally  Atlas,  in  two  volumes,  may  be  mentioned  and  a  series 
of  books  of  legends  and  folklore  called  "Children's  Hour," 
published  by  Houghton  Miffln  Co.,  in  10  volumes. 

Pour  volumes  of  the  Masters  in  Art  were  purchased  to 
complete  the  set,  and  the  Ingersoll  book  plates  used  for  them, 
partially  using  the  income  from  that  fund  for  the  year  1908. 

Among  the  gifts  for  the  year  are  thirteen  volumes  of 
French  fiction  and  drama  presented  by  Miss  Carrie  E.  Whit- 
comb  ;  these  are  for  the  most  part  juveniles,  and  will  be  found 
desirable  for  the  younger  French  readers. 

Fifty- three  volumes  of  Harper's  and  the  New  England 
magazines,  all  nicely  bound  in  half  leather,  have  been  presented 
from  the  Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Joslin  estate,  and  though  duplicates 
to  this  library,  will  be  valuable  for  exchange  in  completing 
some  of  our  files. 

The  library  has  subscribed  for  the  Library  Art  Club  pic- 
tures during  the  past  .year,  and.  many  have  found  them  very 
interesting  and  profitable,  as  many  new  sets  of  especial  value 
and  interest  have  been  added  to  the  club  lists. 
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Of  the  eighty-three  volumes  discarded,  as  too  badly  worn 
and  soiled  for  library  circulation,  the  desirable  titles  have  been 
given  to  the  George  Street  Mission,  where  they  will  be  of  fur- 
ther use  among  the  poorer  families. 

During  the  past  year  an  inventory  has  been  taken,  the 
final  statistics  of  which  are  given  in  the  foregoing  report. 
Aside  from  this  and  the  regular  routine  work,  little  of  unusual 
interest  is  to  be  noted.  The  ever  increasing  need  of  a  children's 
department  and  systematic  cataloguing  and  arrangement  of 
state  and  government  publications  has  been  more  strongly  felt 
than  ever  before,  but  no  definite  steps  have  been  taken  under 
the  present  unsettled  condition  of  library  affairs. 

September  10th,  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  associa- 
tion held  its  annual  meeting  in  library  hall,  where  during  the 
afternoon  and  evening  sessions  several  interesting  papers  were 
read.  In  the  evening,  Mr.  W.  I.  Fletcher,  librarian  of  Amherst 
college,  and  a  man  widely  known  in  connection  with  library 
movements,  gave  a  helpful  and  instructive  talk  on  reference 
work.  Many  libraries  of  the  state  and  several  from  A^ermont 
and  Massachusetts  were  represented  at  the  meeting. 

The  reading  rooms  have  been  open  to  the  public,  Sunday 
afternoons  from  3  to  5,  the  record  of  readers  making  use  of 
this  privilege,  may  be  found  in  the  statistical  report  above. 
The  number  though  not  large,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  its  con- 
tinuance during  the  coming  year.

To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

There  has  been  no  new  litigation  in  which  the  city  has 
been  a  party  during  the  current  year. 

The  suit  which  was  instituted  in  1907  to  determine  the 
validity  of  the  contract  and  deed  under  which  the  city  is 
maintaining  its  public  library  in  the  Thayer  library  building 
has  been  carried  up  to  the  supreme  court.  A  decision  on  the 
question  whether  the  city's  position  in  seeking  to  have  the 
contract  and  deed  set  aside  is  tenable  may  be  expected  early 
next  spring.  If  the  suit  is  maintainable  according  to  the 
decision,  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  further  court  proceedings, 
before  all  matters  in  connection  with  the  suit  are  finally  dis- 
posed of  and  settled.  The  suit  is  being  contested  by  two  of 
the  trustees  of  the  library  not  appointed  by  the  city. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  referred  to  the  expediency  of 
action  which  would  facilitate  the  collection  of  delinquent 
taxes.  A  large  improvement  in  the  collection  of  back  taxes 
on  property  has  been  made  this  year,  but  it  yet  remains  to 
bring  about  a  situation  which  will  lead  to  a  collection  of  over- 
due poll  taxes  and  prevent  another  accumulation  of  them.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 


To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

There  have  been  reported  to  this  board  during  the  past 
year,  fifty  cases  of  diphtheria,  twenty-five  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  five  cases  of  measles  and  six  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 
Two  of  the  persons  sick  with  diphtheria  have  died  and  one 
of  the  measles.  There  is  at  this  date  one  case  of  scarlet  fever 
and  four  of  diphtheria ;  the  other  cases  have  fully  recovered. 

The  usual  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  different  diseases  and  as  a  result  they  have  been 
kept  within  bounds  and  confined  to  isolated  cases. 

All  of  the  schools  have  been  kept  open  during  the  school 
year,  except  one  room  on  Lincoln  street,  which  was  closed  for 
a  few  days,  the  teacher  being  sick  with  diphtheria. 

The  different  school  rooms  have  been  most  thoroughly 
fumigated  at  different  times  whenever  we  thought  the  public 
good  required  it,  with  most  excellent  results. 

Of  the  diphtheria  cases  about  forty  of  them  have  appeared 
since  the  first  of  October  and  while  the  schools  were  in  session. 

All  other  matters  which  have  been  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion and  knowledge  have  been  attended  to  as  seemed  to  be  for 
the  best.

ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Keene,  Tuesday,  January  5,  1909, 
The  members  of  the  city  government  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1909,  having  met  for  organization  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  city  charter,  the  convention  was  called  to  order 
by  Hon.  George  H.  Eames,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  The 
oath  of  office  by  law  prescribed  was  administered  to  the  mayor- 
elect,  Martin  V.  B.  Clark,  by  Hon.  George  H.  Eames,  who  then 
introduced  him  to  the  aldermen  and  councilmen  present.  After 
roll-call  by  the  clerk,  His  Honor  Maj^or  Clark  administered  the 
oath  of  office  to  the  following  named  members  of  the  boards 
of  aldermen  and  councilmen,  to  wit :

At  7.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  common  council  organized  by 
the  choice  of  Harry  C.  Tiffin,  as  president,  and  Herbert  0. 
Wardwell,  clerk. 
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THE  MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

For  the  thirty-sixth  time  in  the  history  of  Keene  an  in- 
augural address  is  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  peo- 
ple, but  more  especially  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  of  the 
city  councils,  it  being  a  requirement  under  our  city  charter 
that  the  mayor  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  the  municipal  term 
communicate  such  information,  and  recommend  such  measures, 
as  the  interests  of  the  city  shall,  in  his  judgment,  require.  The 
civic  corporation  began  conducting  business  under  a  municipal 
charter,  after  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  years  of  existence 
under  a  town  government.  The  thirty-five  years  oi:  municipal 
life  have  been  years  of  success,  years  of  improvements  of  all 
kinds,  years  of  steady  and  substantial  growth,  due  to  the  in- 
dustry, sobriety  and  good  will  of  our  people,  favorable  facilities 
and  the  blessings  of  God. 

The  financial  standing  of  the  city  is  most  excellent.  The 
bonded  indebtedness  is  now  only  $113,000.00,  of  which  $10,000 
of  four  per  cent  sewer  bonds  and  $5,000  of  three  and  one-half 
per  cent  water  bonds,  loan  of  1902,  will  become  due  on  July 
first  next,  and  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  by 
taxation  for  the  payment  of  these  bonds  on  the  date  they  be- 
come payable.  The  balance  of  assets  over  liabilities  is  very 
satisfactory  when  we  consider  the  large  expenditures  of  the 
past  year,  and  you  are  to  be  congratulated  that  this  admin  is- 
|  tration  does  not  find  the  balance  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
[  term. 
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The  subject  of  taxation  has  been  receiving  much  attention 
throughout  the  state  and  the  assessors  of  Keene  have  attended 
several  meetings  of  like  boards  of  the  towns  and  cities.  Con- 
templated legislation  will  undoubtedly  be  enacted  in  some 
form,  bringing  about  several  changes,  but  the  tax  rate  of 
Keene  will  probably  not  be  materially  affected  thereby.  The 
city  solicitor,  in  his  report  last  year,  referred  to  the  expediency 
of  action  which  would  facilitate  the  collection  of  delinquent 
taxes.  A  large  improvement  in  the  collection  of  back  taxes  on 
property  has  been  made  the  past  year,  but  it  yet  remains  to 
bring  about  a  situation  which  will  lead  to  a  collection  of  over- 
due poll  taxes  and  prevent  another  accumulation  of  them.  I 
ask  you  to  give  this  subject  your  careful  attention  at  an  early 
date. 

You  will  find,  on  looking  over  the  whole  situation,  that  the 
financial  condition  of  the  city  is  by  no  means  discouraging,  and 
that  by  adhering  to  proper  methods  of  economy  the  rate  of 
taxation  may  be  kept  from  going  any  higher,  and  the  city  debt 
may  steadily  be  decreased.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  creating  either 
a  bonded  or  floating  debt  and  desire  that  the  councils  keep  in 
mind  that  a  reduction  of  our  tax  rate  is  more  desirable  than 
an  increase  of  the  burden  now  borne  by  the  people. 

The  department  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  has  been 
prudently  and  intelligently  administered  the  past  year.  It  is 
a  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  demands  of  charity  have  not 
been  large  and  that  a  tendency  towards  industry  and  temperate 
habits  will  help  to  keep  these  within  proper  limits.  I  do  not 
desire  to  dictate  in  the  election  of  officers,  but  will  say  that 
when  the  services  of  a  good  overseer  of  the  poor  are  obtained 
the  city  cannot  afford  to  make  a  change. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  gives  the  ex- 
penditures upon  the  city  streets  and  outlying  roads  under  their 
respective  titles,  which  is  a  commendable  feature  of  his  account. 
Three  wooden  bridges  erossing  the  Branch,  between  Keene  and 
Roxbury,  have  been  replaced  by  iron,  each  town  buying  one 
bridge,  the  expense  of  the  upper  one  being  shared  by  both 
towns. 
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Court  street  has  been  resurfaced  with  trap  rock  from 
North  street  to  the  Kate  Tyler  ravine,  at  an  expense  of  $1,868 ; 
the  Marlborough  road  at  an  expense  of  $1,009 ;  and  Washington 
and  Greenlawn  streets  at  an  expense  averaging  about  $200  for 
each. 

The  superintendent  recommends  that  a  modern  pavement 
be  laid  in  Central  Square;  that  Koxbury  street  be  macadam- 
ized; that  "West  street  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  from 
Pearl  street  to  Mr.  Pitcher's  residence;  and  that  the  Winches- 
ter road  be  widened  from  the  covered  bridge  to  the  Swanzey 
line,  cement  or  iron  bridges  being  provided  to  replace  the  old 
wooden  ones,  and  that  the  whole  roadway  be  covered  with  good 
gravel.  Provision  for  some  of  this  work  may  reasonably  be 
expected  from  the  regular  highway  appropriation,  but  the  pro- 
ject of  paving  Central  Square  can  only  receive  a  small  special 
appropriation  for  a  beginning,  I  fear,  if  you  carefully  consider 
the  many  suggestions  received  from  all  the  department  officers 
and  determine  not  to  do  any  extraordinary  work  this  year  un- 
less it  be  clearly  proved  that  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  be 
done  the  current  term,  and  that  it  is  in  line  with  a  progressive 
economy. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  good  condition  of  the  water 
works,  sewers  and  drains,  which  comprise  an  ever  extending 
and  a  constantly  improving  system.  It  is  proper  and  just  to 
extend  the  privileges  afforded  by  these  lines  just  as  rapidly 
as  the  compact  part  of  the  city  extends  and  as  soon  as  the  mon- 
ey at  the  disposal  of  the  councils  will  allow.  The  project  of 
extending  a  new  line  of  sewers  to  the  north  part  of  the  city 
has  received  the  approval  of  the  finance  committee,  acting  un- 
der instructions  from  the  common  council,  to  the  extent  that 
an  appropriation  has  been  recommended  in  the  estimates  for 
the  present  year,  sufficient,  it  is  thought,  to  construct  a  main 
line  and  a  part  of  the  laterals,  which  were  suggested  in  a  report 
made  about  two  years  ago. 

The  superintendent  of  water  works  has  found  the  copper 
sulphate  treatment  effective  in  removing  the  disagreeable  taste 
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and  smell  from  the  water  at  Sylvan  lake,  one  part  of  copper 
sulphate  to  8,000,000  parts  of  water  being  used.  That  all  the 
people  may  have  Echo  lake  water  at  all  times  the  superintend- 
ent recommends  that  the  city  employ  a  system  of  measuring 
the  water  by  meters  or  furnish  more  water  for  the  people  to 
waste  by  raising  the  dam  at  Echo  lake  at  least  three  feet.  I 
am  in  sympathy  with  those  who  desire  Echo  lake  water  at  all 
times  and  I  shall  not  hinder  a  project  to  store  four  or  six  feet 
of  additional  water  by  constructing  a  new  dam,  or  to  diminish 
the  unreasonable  waste  of  water,  if  it  can  be  done  without 
creating  a  bonded  or  floating  debt,  to  either  of  which  I  am  un- 
alterably opposed. 

The  fire  department  is  in  fine  condition,  with  suitable  ap- 
paratus and  a  full  quota  of  men  who  are  both  faithful  and  effi- 
cient. New  horses,  new  hose,  and  a  new  station  at  South 
Keene,  are  among  the  necessary  additions  made  to  the  equip- 
ment during  the  past  year.  The  engineers  have  been  vigilant 
in  making  inspections  and  have  kept  the  property  of  the  de- 
partment from  suffering  from  waste  and  neglect.  The  chief 
engineer  admits  that  the  fire  alarm  system  is  in  very  good  con- 
dition, and  yet  he  thinks  a  storage  battery  system  would  prove 
more  efficient  and  less  expensive.  The  superintendent  of  the 
fire  alarm  telegraph,  however,  gives  the  opinion  of  another  in 
his  published  report,  that  the  suggested  change  to  a  storage 
system  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  thousands  of  dollars, 
with,  perhaps  no  greater  security  from  the  contemplated  outlay. 

The  police  commissioners  find  no  important  matters  to 
bring  before  the  board  of  aldermen  to  whom  they  report  quar- 
terly. The  board  of  commissioners  believe  that  the  officers 
have  usually  performed  their  duties  faithfully,  and  that  the 
public  has  received  that  care  and  protection  which  it  has  a 
right  to  expect.  It  has  been  suggested  that  if  in  the  past  years 
under  a  license  law  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  officers 
was  necessary,  now,  under  no  license  and  in  a  very  quiet  and 
well  disposed  community,  the  number  of  officers  and  the  ex- 
penses of  administration  in  that  department  might  be  corres- 
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pondingly  reduced.  The  expense  of  an  extra  night  watchman, 
extra  police  duty  at  city  hall  and  other  places,  have  led  some 
to  urge  upon  the  mayor  and  members  of  the  councils  to  take 
such  steps  as  might  be  found  necessary  to  reduce  expenses.  If 
extravagance  and  waste  have  crept  into  any  of  the  departments 
it  is  your  duty  to  cut  them  off,  and  if  any  city  matters  are  man- 
aged upon  wrong  principles  these  should  be  corrected  even 
though  someone 's  interest  may  be  temporarily  injured  thereby. 
It  is  presumable  that  the  police  commissioners  will  do  what,  in 
their  judgment,  the  best  interests  of  the  city  demand. 

The  Keene  public  library  has  received  valuable  donations 
of  books  and  given  some  of  its  old  and  worn  copies  to  the 
George  street  mission.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  library  transmits  with  her  report  the  annual  compilation 
of  statistics  by  the  librarian.  This  shows  an  increase  in  cir- 
culation although  not  as  many  books  as  usual,  especially  works 
of  fiction,  have  been  added  during  the  year.  The  secretary 
further  says  that  the  uncertain  condition  of  the  continued  use 
of  the  library  building  has  prevented  the  trustees  from  making 
certain  improvements  alike  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the 
library  and  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  suit  which  was  instituted  in  1907  to  determine  the 
validity  of  the  contract  and  deed  under  which  the  city  is  main- 
taining its  public  library  in  the  Thayer  library  building  has 
been  carried  up  to  the  supreme  court.  The  city  solicitor  states 
that  a  decision  on  the  question  whether  the  city's  position  in 
seeking  to  have  the  contract  and  deed  set  aside  is  tenable  may 
be  expected  early  in  the  spring.  If  the  suit  is  maintainable  ac- 
cording to  the  decision,  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  further 
court  proceedings,  before  all  matters  in  connection  with  the 
suit  are  finally  disposed  of  and  settled.  The  suit  is  being  con- 
tested by  two  of  the  trustees  of  the  library  not  appointed  by 
the  city.  No  new  litigation  has  occurred,  during  the  year,  in 
which  the  city  has  been  a  party. 

In  relation  to  our  schools,  which  are  excellent,  the  respon- 
sibility for  conditions  which  may  call  for  larger  amounts  of 
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money  is  not  yours.  Union  school  district  has  the  power  to 
create  conditions  which  the  assessors  are  called  upon  to  meet. 
The  board  of  education  and  the  citizens  whom  they  represent 
are  keenly  aware  from  time  to  time  of  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  city  in  all  its  important  departments  and  they  rarely  ask 
for  any  appropriations  which  are  not  clearly  set  forth  and  ably 
defended  by  their  authorization.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to 
feel  that  the  board  is  doing  its  best  to  cooperate  with  the  coun- 
cils, by  husbanding  the  resources  so  freely  furnished. 

I  believe  that  there  should  be  a  system  devised  for  the  su- 
pervision of  buildings  in  process  of  construction  and  of  the 
erection  of  poles,  wires  and  conduits  and  that  proper  ordi- 
nances should  be  framed  to  provide  for  an  officer  to  superintend 
these  matters  and  to  define  his  duties. 

The  Keene  Gas  &  Electric  company  is  furnishing  the 
lights  of  our  streets  and  public  buildings  and  no  complaints 
of  a  serious  nature  have  been  reported  for  a  long  time. 

The  board  of  health  has  received  reports  of  86  cases  of 
contagious  diseases,  50  being  diphtheria,  and  25  scarlet  fever. 
Two  only,  of  those  afflicted  with  the  former  disease  died,  and 
but  one  with  the  latter.  A  single  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  four 
cases  of  diphtheria  were  known  to  exist  in  the  city  on  Decem- 
ber first.  Most  of  the  cases  were  reported  during  the  months 
of  October  and  November.  No  births  or  deaths  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year  among  those  who  received  aid  from  the  city.  The 
city  physician  made  70  house  house  calls  and  received  25  office 
visits,  and  made  17  calls  at  the  police  station,  where  15  of  the 
patients  treated  by  him  were  suffering  with  some  form  of  al- 
coholism. Twelve  calls  were  made  for  the  board  of  health  to 
examine  pupils  at  the  schools  and  in  assisting  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  contagious  diseases.  All  of  the  schools  have  been 
kept  open,  except  one  at  the  Lincoln  building,  which  was 
closed  for  a  few  days,  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the  teacher. 
The  city  physician  has  been  authorized  to  vaccinate  all  persons 
who  are  required  by  law  to  be  vaccinated  and  who  are  not  able 
to  pay  for  the  same,  who  apply  to  him,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  for  each  person  so  vaccinated. 
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The  report  of  the  park  commissioner,  which  transmits  a 
map  of  the  City  park,  Eobin  Hood  Forest,  and  its  addition  of 
the  Children's  Wood,  with  a  historical  sketch,  by  Engineer 
Wadsworth,  is  most  interesting.  The  park  commissioner  has 
done  excellent  work  with  the  money  at  his  disposal,  and  we 
can  only  regret  that  a  larger  sum  cannot  be  allowed  him  with 
which  to  improve  more  rapidly  the  pleasure  grounds  we  have, 
and  which  we  are  convinced  will  be  of  inestimable  advantage 
to  coming  generations. 

One  visiting  our  cemeteries  will  immediately  recognize 
that  they  are  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer  who  takes  a 
great  interest  in  his  work  and  the  city  will  be  fortunate  if  it 
is  able  to  retain  his  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  chapel  will 
be  erected  at  Woodland  cemetery  as  soon  as  the  city's  means, 
or  some  private  donation  makes  such  a  project  justifiable. 

This  address  would  be  incomplete  if  I  did  not  mention 
the  services  of  our  solicitor,  auditor,  messenger  and  clerk, 
which  I  trust  the  citizens  appreciate  in  some  degree,  although 
it  must  of  necessity  be  the  members  of  the  municipal  govern- 
ment, from  time  to  time  and  year  by  year,  who,  by  direct  re- 
lations with  these  officers,  more  fully  realize  the  exacting  na- 
ture of  their  duties  which  are  so  zealously  and  carefully  per- 
formed. 

It  may  have  been  suggested  and  some  may  firmly  hold  the 
opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  a  ward  representative  to  look 
after  the  interests  of  his  ward  first  of  all,  and  to  secure  the 
greatest  improvements  for  the  benefit  of  his  own  section  of 
the  city.  This  notion,  in  my  opinion,  is  against  public  policy 
and  civic  honesty.  We  are  not  here  to  struggle  with  each  other 
to  obtain  improvements  for  the  benefit  of  individuals  or  par- 
ticular sections  of  the  city.  Our  city  is  loo  small  for  such 
sectionalism.  It  is  our  duty  to  care  for  the  affairs  of  the  whole 
municipality  and  we  should  act  with  one  thing  prominently 
in  mind — the  permanent  welfare  of  Keene. 

In  writing  my  fourth  inaugural  address  I  have  aimed  to 
avoid  recommendations  which  might  burden  the  people.    It  is 
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our  desire  to  have  the  councils  conduct  the  business  of  the  city 
in  an  economical  yet  progressive  manner;  to  take  good  care 
of  the  property  we  have;  to  watch  over  the  various  depart- 
ments so  that  their  efficiency  many  not  in  any  way  become  im- 
paired; and  that  no  expenditure  of  any  considerable  sum  of 
money  be  voted  beyond  the  appropriations  which  are  thought 
to  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  properly  carrying  on  the  business 
of  a  growing  and  progressive  city;  and  to  these  purposes  I 
request  you  to  lend  your  experience  and  hearty  cooperation.

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BOULDER  DEDICATED, 

Marking  Site  of  Fort  Built  by  First  Settlers  of  Keeiie. 

On  Monday,  June  14,  1909,  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
a  granite  boulder  some  four  feet  in  height  and  bearing  a  suit- 
able inscription  plate  of  bronze,  was  formally  presented  to  the 
city  by  Ashuelot  chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, and  Keene  chapter,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  to 
mark  the  site  of  the  first  fort  built  by  the  early  settlers  of 
Keene  to  protect  themselves  from  the  Indians. 

The  boulder  is  set  on  the  green  of  Main  street,  between 
the  sidewalk  and  the  roadway,  where  the  grass  plot  is  some 
thirty  feet  in  width  on  either  side  of  the  street  and  where 
stately  elms  sweep  gracefully  towards  the  center  of  its  ample 
breadth  of  eight  rods.  The  stone  stands  upon  a  concrete  base, 
within  the  tree  line,  and  is  a  conspicuous  landmark  that  all 
who  pass  may  see.    Its  inscription  reads : 

THIS  BOULDER  MARKS 
THE  SITE  OF  THE  OLD  FORT 

BUILT  IN  1738 
BY  THE  EARLY  SETTLERS  OF 
UPPER  ASHUELOT 
AS  A  REFUGE 
FROM  THE  INDIANS. 


THIS  MEMORIAL  ERECTED 
IN  1906  BY 
ASHUELOT  CHAPTER,  D.  A.  R. 
AND 

KEENE  CHAPTER.  S.  A.  R. 
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Ashuelot  chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  had  already  marked  with  ap- 
propriate tablets  a  number  of  historic  spots  and  buildings  in 
Keene  when,  in  1905,  the  late  Mrs.  Louise  Morrison  Brooks, 
then  regent  of  the  chapter,  conceived  the  idea  of  marking  the 
site  of  the  old  fort.  The  Sons  of  the  Revolution  were  interested 
in  the  project  and  a  party  was  held  in  the  armory  at  which 
funds  for  the  enterprise  were  secured.  A  committee  consisting 
of  Mrs.  Francis  C.  Faulkner,  on  behalf  of  the  Daughters,  Hon. 
Charles  Gale  Shedd,  on  behalf  of  the  Sons,  and  Mrs.  Brooks, 
selected  the  boulder  near  the  old  powder  house  site  on  Beech 
hill,  and  it  was  drawn  to  the  site  of  the  old  fort.  Under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Brooks,  the  inscription  plate  was  prepared, 
being  designed  by  Paul  Cabaret  of  New  York.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  Main  street  was  laid  out  by  the  proprietors  of  Keene 
it  was  found  that  a  legislative  act  was  necessary  to  enable 
the  city  to  give  permission  for  the  permanent  location  of  the 
boulder  within  the  highway  limits.  Hence  the  delay  in  the 
dedication  of  the  monument  until  this  time.  • 

There  were  present  at  the  dedicatory  exercises  Monday 
afternoon  some  two  hundred  or  more  citizens,  young  and  old. 
Prominent  among  those  who  stood  beside  the  boulder  during 
the  ceremonies  was  Mrs.  Clara  Burnham  Abbott,  state  regent 
of  the  D.  A.  R.  The  monument  was  unveiled  by  the  Misses 
Lucy  Lawrence  Mason,  representing  a  young  miss  in  Colonial 
costume  and  Miss  Patty  (Martha)  Adams  Hayward  Mason, 
representing  an  Indian  maiden.  Firmly  attached  to  the  boul- 
der, above  the  inscription  plate,  is  a  cannon  ball  some  3  inches 
in  diameter  dug  up  on  the  old  fort  site  by  Lemuel  Hayward. 
Esq.,  the  present  owner  of  the  property,  by  whom  it  was  pre- 
sented to  be  a  part  of  the  memorial.  The  order  of  exercises 
was  as  follows :

We  thank  thee  also  for  that  heroism  and  endurance  which 
enabled  the  dauntless  pioneers  to  resist  the  barbarous  attacks 
of  the  natives,  and,  standing  upon  this  spot,  where  the  ancient 
fort  once  sheltered  the  early  settlers  from  the  merciless  sav- 
ages, we  thank  thee  that  so  many  of  them  escaped  destruction 
and  lived  to  lay  the  foundations  of  this  noble  city.  We  thank 
thee  again,  for  that  courage  which  prompted  them  to  return 
to  the  settlement*  which  they  had  once  been  compelled  to  leave, 
to  rebuild  the  homes  which  the  enemy  had  destroyed,  and  to  go 
forward  with  the  great  task  of  subduing  the  wilderness. 

We  thank  thee,  our  Father,  that  under  thy  guiding  provi- 
dence, this  municipality  has  grown  to  its  present  proportions. 
We  rejoice  in  our  churches,  our  schools,  our  manifold  indus- 
tries, the  stability  and  high   character  of  our  citizens,  the 
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beauty  of  our  streets  and  homes,  and  for  the  quiet  and  good 
order  which  everywhere  prevail  in  our  midst.  In  all  this  we 
would  recognize  thy  protecting  care  and  divine  love.

Bless  those  who  live  within 
the  home  that  stands  upon  the  site  of  the  ancient  fort  which 
we  commemorate  by  this  tablet  about  to  be  unveiled  and  who 
have  kindly  permitted  us  to  place  this  memorial  here.  Bless 
these  dear  school  children  whose  young  voices  join  in  the 
patriotic  choruses  and,  as  they  grow  to  maturity,  may  they 
learn  to  be  good  and  loyal  citizens  as  well  as  good  students. 

May  thy  blessing  rest  upon  the  mayor  of  this  city  and  the 
members  of  our  city  councils  and  all  the  officers  of  govern- 
ment, upon  all  the  officers  in  our  state  and  nation,  and  upon 
all  our  citizens.  Help  each  and  all  to  be  faithful  in  every 
duty,  loyal  in  word  and  action,  and  ready  to  do  what  the 
hour  demands.

HISTORICAL  NOTES  BY  F.  H.  WHITCOMB. 

At  the  request  of  the  Sons  and  Daughters,  City  Clerk 
Frank  H.  Whitcomb  gave  the  principal  address,  a  compilation 
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of  historical  notes  bearing  on  the  old  fort  and  the  early  set- 
tlement of  Keene,  as  follows: 

When  the  first  permanent  settlement  of  the  town  was 
made,  in  1736,  the  " Upper  Township  on  Ashuelot  River,"  as 
it  was  then  called,  was  the  extreme  northern  point  of  the 
frontier  settlements  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut.  On  the 
south,  Agawam  (Springfield),  had  been  settled  for  one  hun- 
dred years,  and  ground  had^been  broken  at  Northampton  in 
1654,  and  at  Hadley  and  Hatfield  soon  afterwards.  Pocum- 
tuck  (Deerfield),  settled  in  1670,  and  then  including  Green- 
field, Conway  and  parts  of  other  towns,  was  a  village  of  sev- 
eral hundred  inhabitants.  Squawkheag  (Northfield),  covering 
both  sides  of  the  Connecticut  river  and  including  Vernon, 
Hinsdale,  and  parts  of  Winchester  and  other  towns,  had  been 
settled  in  1673 ;  Hinsdale  as  a  part  of  Northfield,  lying  on 
both  sides  of  the  Connecticut  and  afterwards  called  Fort  Dum- 
mer,  had  been  settled  by  Rev.  and  Col.  Ebenezer  Hinsdale  in 
1683.  A  few  log  cabins  were  put  up  at  Earlington  (Winches- 
ter), about  the  same  time  with  those  first  built  here;  and  the 
settlement  of  Lower  Ashuelot  was  made  at  the  same  time  as 
that  of  the  upper  township. 

To  the  east  were  the  settlements  at  Penacook,  Contoocook 
(Boscawen  and  Franklin),  Canterbury,  Suncook,  Bow,  Am- 
herst, Dunstable  and  the  older  places  further  east.  New 
Hampshire  had  a  population  of  about  12,000  at  that  time,  but 
it  was  all  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  province. 

To  protect  her  western  frontier  against  the  Indians,  whose 
incursions  were  usually  made  from  the  west,  or  from  Canada 
by  following  down  the  Connecticut  river,  Massachusetts  had 
established  a  line  of  forts  along  the  valley  of  that  river,  at 
Springfield,  Northampton,  Hadley,  Deerfield,  Northfield,  and 
Fort  Dummer,  manned  them  with  a  few  troops,  kept  up  com- 
munication with  them,  and  maintained  them  partly  at  least 
at  the  expense  of  the  province.  In  most  cases  those  fortifica- 
tions, some  of  which  were  mere  block  houses,  had  been  built 
by  the  pioneers  themselves  for  their  own  protection,  and  after- 
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wards  enlarged  and  equipped  at  the  public  expense.  But  the 
line  of  forts  was  weak  from  the  long  distances  between  the 
posts  and  the  small  number  of  troops  employed;  and  to  the 
north  and  northwest  of  Upper  Ashuelot  there  were  no  settle- 
ments and  no  protection  whatever.  The  country  was  a  wilder- 
ness, covered  with  dense  forests,  through  which  roving  bands 
of  Indians  prowled  for  game,  or  passed  on  habitual  trails,  in 
single  file,  to  and  from  their  more  permanent  abodes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  proprietors  of  Upper  Ashuelot  held 
on  the  2d  day  of  October,  1738,  the  proprietors  voted  that  they 
would  finish  the  fort,  which  was  already  begun,  and  that 
every  one  that  should  work,  or  had  worked,  at  said  fort, 
should  bring  in  his  bill  to  the  surveyor  of  highways,  and 
should  be  allowed  therefor,  on  his  highway  tax  bill. 

The  fort  was  situated  on  a  small  eminence,  a  few  rods 
north  of  Miss  E.  W.  Twitchell's  house  where  Mr.  Lemuel 
Hay  ward's  house  now  stands  and  extending  onto  the  next  lot 
on  the  north  on  Main  street,  and  when  completed,  it  was  about 
90  feet  square.  There  were  two  ovens,  and  two  wells  in  the 
inclosure.  It  was  built  of  hewn  logs.  In  the  interior,  next  to 
the  walls,  were  twenty  barracks,  .each  having  one  room.  On 
the  outside,  it  was  two  stories  high ;  in  the  inside,  but  one,  the 
roof  over  the  barracks  sloping  inwards.  In  the  space  above 
the  barracks,  were  loopholes  to  fire  from  with  muskets.  There 
were  two  watch-houses,  one  at  the  southeast  corner  and  one 
on  the  western  side,  each  erected  on  four  high  posts,  set  up- 
right in  the  earth.  And  for  greater  safety  the  whole  was  sur- 
rounded with  pickets.  The  fort  soon  became  a  place  much 
needed  for  public  meetings  as  well  as  a  necessary  defense  from 
the  sudden  attacks  of  Indians.  With  the  opening  of  the  year 
1745,  small  bands  of  Indians  came  prowling  around  and,  in- 
stigated by  the  French,  sought  to  do  mischief.  On  July  10th 
of  that  year  Deacon  Josiah  Fisher,  aged  37  years,  had  been 
shot  and  killed  by  an  Indian  enemy,  while  driving  his  cow 
to  pasture  through  Poverty  lane,  his  body  having  been  found 
where  Mr.  Oscar  Howard's  furniture  shop  now  stands.  The 
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brass  slug  in  his  wrist  was  probably  cut  from  a  warming  pan 
that  had  been  lost  a  day  or  two  before  by  one  of  the  settlers. 

On  April  23,  1746,  Ephraim  Dorman  left  the  fort  to  search 
for  his  cow.  Seeing  Indians  he  gave  the  alarm  and  ran  for 
the  fort.  Two  fired  but  did  not  hit  him.  He  knocked  one  sense- 
less, the  other  he  threw  with  his  favorite  trip  and  twitch  mode 
and,  tearing  away  his  antagonist's  blanket,  seized  him  by  his 
arms  and  body,  but  he  was  greased  and  slipped  from  Dorman 's 
grasp  and  the  latter  reached  the  fort  in  safety.  When  the 
alarm  was  given  a  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  were  in  the 
fort ;  but  some  had  just  left  it  to  attend  to  their  cattle.  Capt. 
Simms  was  reading  a  chapter  in  the  Bible,  just  before  prayers, 
and  at  once  ordered  all  to  go  out  and  assist  those  who  were 
out  to  get  into  the  fort.  Then  the  people  all  rushed  for  the 
fort  and  the  Indians  swarmed  into  the  Main  street.  Aged  and 
fat  Mrs.  McKenney  had  gone  to  milk  her  cow  and  she  could 
walk  but  slowly.  "When  she  was  a  few  rods  from  the  fort  the 
naked  Indian  lately  escaped  from  Dorman 's  grasp,  rushed 
up  from  the  east  side  and  stabbed  her  in  the  back.  She  kept 
on  walking  and  expired  near  the  gate  of  the  fort.  John  Bul- 
lard  was  near  his  barn.  He  ran  for  the  fort,  was  shot  in  the 
back  while  entering  the  gate  and  was  carried  in  and  died  in 
a  few  hours.  Mrs.  Clark  was  at  a  barn  fifty  rods  away.  She 
saw  an  Indian  who  threw  away  his  gun  and  advanced  to  make 
her  a  prisoner.  She  gathered  her  clothes  about  her  waist  and 
ran  for  the  fort  animated  by  the  cheers  of  her  friends,  out- 
running her  pursuer,  who  skulked  back  for  his  gun. 

The  number  of  Indians  in  the  party  numbered  about  100. 
They  came  near  the  fort  on  every  side  and  fired,  but  killed 
no  one  in  the  fort,  but  the  settlers  fired  whenever  an  Indian 
was  seen  and  several  were  seen  to  fall.  They  remained  sev- 
eral days  in  the  vicinity.  It  was  during  this  raid  that  Nathan 
Blake  was  taken  captive  to  Canada. 

The  Rev.  William  Orne  White  has  well  described  these 
fearful  scenes  in  language  attributed  to  the  first  pastor,  The 
Worthy  Jacob  Bacon:    Mr.  Bacon  is  represented  as  writing 
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to  a  classmate  concerning  his  "perils  by  heathen, "  and  "per- 
ils in  the  wilderness."  "After  the  discovery  of  the  lifeless 
body  of  Deacon  Fisher,  near  where  the  late  Charles  Lamson's 
bark-house  is.  we  may  imagine  him  writing  thus:"  "Ah, 
Sparhawk,  little  can  you  dream  what  a  sorrow  has  befallen 
us  here !  My  right-hand  man.  Deacon  -Josiah  Fisher,  is  gone ! 
You  will  scarce  believe  me.  when  I  tell  you  how.  His  lifeless 
form  was  found  on  the  road  over  which  he  was  taking  his 
cow  to  pasture,  and  I  shudder  to  tell  you  that  it  had  been  also 
scalped !  There  lay,  now  silent  and  cold,  that  face  which  had 
so  often  beamed  upon  us  from  the  sanctuary.  It  was  but  yes- 
terday that  he  had  said:  'Let  us  take  courage!  Having  put 
our  hand  to  the  plough,  let  us  not  look  back!'  'And  now  the 
Lord  hath  gathered  him.  as  ripened  wheat,  into  his  garner. ' 
'Oh.  that  my  head  were  waters,  and  mine  eyes  a  fountain  of 
tears,  that  I  might  weep  day  and  night  for  the  slain  of  the 
daughters  of  my  people ! '  Again  hath  the  Indian  enemy  been 
let  loose,  like  Satan,  seeking  whom  he  may  devour.  He  stealth- 
ily pursued  good  mistress  McKenny,  stabbing  her  in  the  back, 
as  she,  unconscious  soul,  was  wearily  stepping  toward  her 
barn  to  milk  her  cow.  And  John  Bullard,  moreover,  hath 
been  fatally  shot.  Running  from  his  barn,  he  was  nigh  to 
grasp  the  gate  of  the  fort,  when  the  cruel  foe  took  deadly 
aim  at  his  back,  and  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  But  Ephraim  Dor- 
man  hath  received  from  the  Lord  the  mantle  of  Samson,  for 
he  prevailed  marvellously  in  a  fierce  wrestle  with  a  stalwart 
savage,  and  went  off  victorious."  "As  the  *  worthy'  Jacob 
Bacon  walked  from  his  church,  near  where  the  Robinson  (E.  F. 
Lane)  farmhouse  now  stands,  past  the  fort,  near  where  the 
courtly  gentleman,  the  late  Dr.  Charles  G.  Adams,  so  long 
resided — that  luckless  fort,  so  succorless  for  John  Bullard, — 
and  as  he  glanced  across  the  road  to  the  MeKenney  house  on 
the  site  of  E.  C.  Thayer's  mansion,  as  he  walked  over  such  a 
road,  how  vividly  the  imagery  of  the  Old  Testament  must  have 
occurred  to  him!  With  the  Psalmist,  he  must  have  said,  'My 
soul  is  among  lions,'  and  he  must  have  also  rejoiced  that  he 
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too  could  say  to  Jehovah,  'Thou  hast  known  my  soul  in  ad- 
versities.' " 

The  inhabitants  remained  in  the  fort  till  April  15,  1747, 
when  the  Indians  visited  Winchester,  Swanzey  and  Keene  and 
burnt  the  villages.  In  their  haste  to  depart  the  people  met  on 
the  common  surrounding  the  church,  where  Mr.  Lane  resides, 
and  dismissed  their  minister,  Rev.  Jacob  Bacon.  On  the  next 
day,  April  16,  the  Indians  burnt  down  all  the  houses  in  Keene 
but  four,  all  the  barns  but  one,  the  fort  and  the  meetinghouse, 
household  goods,  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  swine. 

The  settlers  returned  in  1749.  The  fort  was  rebuilt  in 
1754,  with  eighteen  or  twenty  bouses  for  the  families  to  oc- 
cupy. On  one  of  the  last  days  of  June,  1755,  the  Indians  made 
an  attack  on  the  fort;  they  were  beaten  off,  but  in  the  re- 
treat they  burnt  several  buildings,  killed  many  cattle  and 
took  Benjamin  Twitchell  a  prisoner.  He  was  taken  to  Quebec, 
was  ransomed,  put  on  a  vessel  bound  for  Boston  and  died  on 
the  way  home.  Later  the  last  party  of  Indians  visited  Keene 
and  were  last  seen  on  the  common  field  south  of  the  Rufus  S. 
Graves  place  in  South  Keene.  During  the  Indian  wars  every 
man  went  to  meeting  armed,  as  he  did  to  work  in  the  fields, 
including  the  minister  himself.  A  sentinel  was  placed  at  the 
door  and  sometimes  pickets  at  a  distance  to  guard  and  give 
an  alarm. 

In  the  year  1770  Gideon  Ellis  sold  to  Samuel  Wadsworth 
the  original  house  lot  No.  12,  and  in  1772  Samuel  Hall  sold 
to  Mr.  "Wadsworth  house  lots  No.  11  and  10,  on  the  south.  The 
old  fort  stood  upon  lot  No.  11  and  extended  northerly  onto 
lot  No.  12.  Lot  No.  11  is  the  same  lot  upon  which  Mr.  Lemuel 
Hayward's  house  now  stands.  Mr.  Wadsworth  was  a  black- 
smith and  lived,  until  the  year  1779,  in  the  fort  house,  that 
is,  in  one  of  the  houses  that  were  built  inside  the  fort  in  con- 
nection with  its  walls,  and  he  had  his  shop  within  or  near  the 
fort. 

The  only  remains  of  the  old  fort  are  foundation  stones 
and  forge  cinders  found  in  the  Edward  Gustine  yard,  just 
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north  of  the  present  residence  of  Mr.  Hayward.  The  necessity 
for  a  fortification  has  passed  away.  The  ashes  of  the  last  of 
our  forefathers  who  cleared  the  Ashuelot  valley  have  long 
since  mingled  with  their  kindred  dust;  but  the  duty  of  recall- 
ing their  heroic  deeds,  their  patient  toil,  and  their  exemplary 
virtues  can  never  cease. 


PRESENTATION  BY  THE  REGENT. 

The  presentation  by  Mrs.  Rhoda  Colburn  Shedd,  regent 
of  Ashuelot  chapter,  was  as  follows: 

Your  Honor,  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Government,  Daugh- 
ters, Sons  and  Citizens: — One  of  the  many  objects  for  which 
our  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  was 
founded,  was  the  marking,  in  a  suitable  manner,  of  sites  of  his- 
torical interest.  Ever  bearing  this  in  mind,  Ashuelot  chapter 
has  already  placed  in  the  city  boulders  and  tablets  commemor- 
ating the  place  where  the  Revolutionary  soldiers  started  for 
Lexington,  and  the  road  over  which  they  passed,  has  marked 
in  lasting  bronze  the  names  of  all  of  Keene's  sons  who  took 
part  in  that  struggle  for  liberty,  has  marked  the  oldest  house  in 
the  city,  has  erected  a  memorial  gate  in  the  Washington  Street 
cemetery,  and  has  in  two  cemeteries  placed  monuments  of  stone 
to  mark  the  graves  of  early  settlers. 

While  founded  principally  upon  matters  pertaining  di- 
rectly to  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  our  society  is  still  mindful 
of  the  many  deeds  of  valor  and  heroism  which  were  performed 
by  those  who,  pushing  their  way,  with  hardships  and  priva- 
tions, into  the  wilderness,  laid  the  foundation  of  a  race  which 
made  possible  our  success  in  the  struggle  for  independence. 

On  this  June  day,  Flag  Day,  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
floating  over  eighty  millions  of  people,  a  symbol  of  "Liberty, 
Progress,  and  Justice,"  with  no  feeling  in  our  community  but 
that  of  peace  and  safety,  it  is  hard  for  us  to  place  ourselves 
back  for  175  years  and  realize  with  what  different  circum- 
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stances  this  scene  was  then  surrounded.  Here  stood  the  old 
log  fort,  which  to  the  pioneers  was  a  haven  of  refuge  from  the 
Indians,  who  continually  threatened  them.  How  many  times 
did  they  flee  to  its  enclosure  at  the  sound  of  the  dreaded  alarm. 
History  acquaints  us  with  a  few  of  their  struggles,  but  never 
shall  we  know  of  the  countless  times  when  the  sturdy  fathers, 
the  young  men,  women  and  children,  were  interrupted  by  the 
approach  of  the  hostile  savage,  and  sought  safety  within  these 
walls.  Long  and  ^11  it  served  its  purpose,  until  it  finally 
met  with  destruction  at  the  hands  of  the  Indians.  But  its 
memory  should  be  treasured  by  our  posterity  as  one  of  the 
means  by  which  we  of  today  are  enabled  to  enjoy  the  many 
blessings  incident  to  life,  liberty  and  happiness. 

Some  years  ago  it  was  decided  by  Ashuelot  Chapter, 
D.  A.  R.,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  to  place  a  boulder  here,  which  should  designate, 
to  coming  generations,  where  once  stood  this  old  fort.  In  1906, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  by  Louise  Morrison  Brooks,  then 
regent,  and  largely  through  her  efforts,  this  boulder  was  se- 
cured and  under  her  direction,  the  tablet  of  bronze  was  exe- 
cuted. But  before  its  completion,  Mrs.  Brooks  was  taken  from 
our  midst,  and  work  upon  the  memorial  was  suspended.  Fol- 
lowing this  it  was  deemed  impossible  by  your  city  government 
to  grant  formal  permission  for  the  placing  of  this  boulder 
upon  the  green,  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  highway  and  it 
was  necessary  to  wait  until  the  next  session  of  the  legislature 
could  pass  an  act  enabling  towns  to  grant  such  permission. 
Such  a  bill  was  drawn  up  for  us  by  Judge  Allen,  and  by  Mr. 
Huntress  was  introduced  at  the  last  session  and  became  a  law. 
Following  another  petition  by  the  Daughters  and  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution,  permission  has  been  granted  by  your 
honorable  body,  to  place  this  marker.  And  let  me  add  here, 
that  this  boulder  has  been  made  doubly  dear  to  us  and  of 
greater  historical  value  by  the  placing  thereon  of  a  caunon 
ball,  which  was  ploughed  up  from  the  ground  where  the  old 
fort  stood.   This  was  presented  and  placed  where  it  now  rests 
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by  Mr.  Lemuel  Hayward,  and  we  certainly  feel  deeply  in- 
debted to  him  for  this  valuable  and  interesting  relic,  which 
makes  the  boulder  a  part  of  the  old  fort  itself. 

And  now,  Your  Honor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Coun- 
cils, we  are  ready  to  place  in  your  keeping  this  tribute  to  men 
and  scenes  of  the  past.  May  it  ever  inspire  in  the  hearts  of 
your  citizens,  as  they  pass  and  read  its  inscription,  and  behold 
this  symbol  of  war,  the  same  feeling  of  loyalty,  liberty,  patri- 
otism and  consecration  to  duty,  that  was  possessed  by  the 
founders  of  our  city.  These  two  misses,  now  living  in  the  resi- 
dence which  stands  upon  the  site  of  the  Old  Fort,  the  one  in 
blue,  representing  the  present,  a  time  of  peace,  the  one  in 
Indian  costume,  suggesting  thoughts  of  the  past,  will  now 
unveil  this  tablet. 

Mr.  Mayor,  by  request  of  Ashuelot  Chapter,  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution,  and  of  Keene  Chapter,  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution,  I  present  to  the  city  of  Keene  this 
testimonial. 


ACCEPTANCE  BY  THE  MAYOR. 

Mayor  Martin  V.  B.  Clark  then  accepted  the  boulder  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  in  the  following  words : 

Madam  Regent,  Daughters  and  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution : — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  accept  in  behalf  of  our 
city  this  added  token  of  interest  on  your  part,  in  preserving 
those  landmarks  of  the  past  relating  to  the  early  history  of 
our  city.  And  I  would  extend  to  you  our  sincere  thanks.  You 
have  done  much  to  fasten  on  our  memories  the  noble  deeds 
of  our  ancestors.  Had  it  not  been  for  those  heroic  men  and 
women — for  they  suffered  equally  the  privations  and  hardships 
of  those  days — our  country  would  not  have  been  the  free  and 
glorious  land  it  is  today.  We  can  get  from  the  lives  of  those 
early  settlers  helpful  lessons  in  civic  righteousness  and  self- 
sacrificing  devotion  to  the  best  interest  of  the  communily. 
This  is  what  we  need  today;  to  have  the  end  and  aim  of  life, 
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not  how  much  we  can  get  from  the  city  for  ourselves,  for  our 
own  comfort  and  enjoyment,  but  how  we  can  best  add  to  the 
well-being  and  pleasure  of  those  less  fortunate  than  ourselves, 
and  to  set  before  the  rising  generation  examples  of  purity 
and  honesty  in  both  public  and  private  life.  If  we  will  here 
and  noAv  resolve  to  live  higher  and  nobler  lives,  and  to  set  an 
example  to  all  with  whom  we  may  be  brought  in  contact,  of 
self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the  best  interest  of  our  city,  state 
and  nation,  we  shall  find  ourselves  working  together  for  what- 
ever is  goM  in  the  community,  and  we  shall  be  doing  our  part 
in  retaining  the  reputation  which  it  now  has,  of  being  one  of 
the  most  orderly  cities  in  the  state.  Again,  Madam  Regent, 
for  this  added  token  of  interest  we  thank  you. 

The  exercises  closed  with  the  singing  of  " America,"  by 
all  present,  and  the  benediction  by  Dr.  Seward.

The  public  has  commented  on  the  increased  number  of  first- 
class  entertainments  produced  recently  in  city  hall  and  on 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  better  patronized  than  the  poorer 
class  of  entertainments.  The  ten  cent  productions  have  not 
paid,  as  a  rule,  and  these  are  not  as  desirable,  because  they 
keep  managers  of  first-class  companies  away  from  the  opera 
house. 

The  councils  have  been  liberal  in  directing  the  committee 
on  lands  and  buildings  to  make  repairs,  and  the  committee  has 
been  very  obliging  in  furnishing  accessories  for  the  hall.  Two 
new  carpets  have  been  added  to  the  stage  settings,  in  different 
colors,  much  appreciated  by  the  patrons  of  the  house.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Government  of  Keene : 

In  making  my  report  as  city  physician  for  1909,  it  may 
be  stated  that  there  has  been  little  sickness  among  the  city 
poor.   We  have  had  no  epidemics  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  one  death  and  no  births. 

The  diseases  and  accidents  treated  were  pneumonia,  ner- 
vous dyspepsia,  broken  ankle,  multiple  bruises,  colds  and  car- 
diac asthma,  appendicitis. 

The  number  of  calls  made  was  thirty. 

There  have  been  but  few  calls  from  the  police  department, 
and  none  from  the  board  of  health.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
Early  the  present  year,  the  Rural  Improvement  Society 
most  generously  contributed  to  the  park  fund,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  somewhat  at  our  discretion.  This 
so  increased  our  available  funds,  that  we  were  able  to  complete 
a  passable  road  from  Roxbury  street  through  City  Park, 
Children's  Wood  and  Robin  Hood  Forest,  to  North  Lincoln 
street,  thereby  opening  up  another  very  picturesque  walk  or 
drive. 

The  work  of  constructing  this  road  was  performed  by  the 
highway  department,  well  and  economically,  I  believe. 

Also,  the  Elliot  heirs  have  given  the  city  a  right  of  way 
from  the  Eastern  line  of  Robin  Hood  Forest,  to  the  Jordan 
Road,  on  Beech  hill,  permitting  a  passage  to  the  above  road. 

Great  care  and  considerable  outlay  are  required  to  keep 
Wheelock  Park  clean,  owing  to  the  continually  increasing 
number  of  people  who  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges.

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REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
The  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30.  finds  the 
department  fully  up  to  the  standard  as  regards  apparatus  arJd 
equipment,  with  the  exception  of  the  hook  and  ladder  truck 
and  sled,  which  need  repairing,  and  with  a  full  quota  of  men 
in  each  company. 

You  will  note  from  the  following  table  of  fires  and  losses 
that  the  department  has  responded  to  sixty-four  alarms,  twenty 
bell  alarms,  and  forty-four  still  alarms.  The  loss  at  these  fires 
was  -92.-i67.53  and  the  insurance  paid  was  $2,417.53.  leaving  the 
net  loss  of  these  fires  $50.00.  the  smallest  total  loss  for  many 
years.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  use  of  chemical  wagons  and 
prompt  response  of  the  drivers  and  men  in  answering  the 
alarms,  for  which  there  cannot  be  too  much  praise  given  them. 
We  have  responded  to  three  alarms  from  out  of  town,  one  from 
"Winchester,  and  one  from  Swanzey  and  one  from  Roxbury. 

Improvements  and  new  apparatus  added  to  the  depart- 
ment : 

The  Deluge  hose  wagon  has  been  thoroughly  repaired 
with  new  wheels  and  axles,  also  Hobbs  runners,  one  30  gallon 
chemical  tank,  two  3  gallon  chemicals.  100  feet  chemical  hose, 
basket,  and  all  other  necessary  supplies  to  make  it  a  first-class 
hose  wagon  in  every  respect.  The  Amoskeag  engine  is  now  at 
Providence.  R.  I.,  being  thoroughly  overhauled  and  will  be  put 
in  first-class  condition,  the  company  furnishing  us  with  an 
engine  while  this  is  being  repaired.    There  have  been  new  stall 
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doors  put  in  at  the  Deluge  stables,  equipped  with  Clay  springs, 
and  new  stall  doors  have  been  ordered  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder 
stables,  which  will  be  hung  as  soon  as  finished.  All  necessary 
repairs  have  been  made  in  the  house.  The  fire  district  has  been 
thoroughly  inspected  five  times  in  the  $ast  year  by  the  board 
of  engineers.  I  consider  this  a  very  important  matter  as  with- 
out doubt  it  prevents  many  fires  from  being  started  in  danger- 
ous places. 

Apparatus  and  force : 

The  apparatus  and  force  of  the  department,  under  a  chief 
and  three  assistant  engineers,  located  at  central  fire  station, 
Vernon  street,  is  as  follows : 

Steamer  company  (25  men)  with  Amoskeag  steamer  No.  1, 
Button  steamer  No.  2,  one  combination  chemical  and  hose 
wagon,  one  Belief  hose  wagon.  Washington  Hook  and  Ladder 
company  (20  men)  has  one  service  truck  and  one  relief  truck. 
Deluge  Hose  company  (20  men)  has  one  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon. 

There  are  6200  feet  hose,  300  feet  chemical  hose,  and  1500 
feet  linen  hose  at  South  Keene,  six  6-gallon  and  four  3-gallon 
extinguishers,  one  cellar  pipe,  uniforms,  rubber  boots  and  hats 
for  the  department,  four  sets  of  swing  harnesses,  two  extra 
Barry  collars,  and  three  sleds.  As  Hobbs  runners  take  the 
place  of  two  sleds  I  would  suggest  that  the  city  dispose  of  one 
sled,  as  the  department  has  use  for  but  two. 

I  make  the  following  recommendations : 

That  the  city  purchase  1000  feet  of  cotton  rubber  lined  2\ 
inch  fire  hose,  as  none  has  been  purchased  this  year;  that  the 
Hook  and  Ladder  truck  be  repaired  and  Hobbs  runners  pur- 
chased for  same  as  the  sled  is  in  bad  condition;  and  that  new 
Clay  springs  be  placed  on  the  stall  doors  in  front  of  the  horses 
in  the  Steamer  house  as  these  springs  are  more  reliable  and 
give  better  satisfaction  than  those  now  in  use. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  : — There  has  been  a  great  im- 
provement made  in  the  fire  alarm  telegraph  in  the  past  year  for 
which  T  wish  to  thank  1he  board  of  aldermen,  the  committee 
on  fire  department  and  the  superintendent  of  fire  alarm  for 
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providing.  The  iron  wire  has  been  replaced  with  covered 
copper  wire  which  has  proved  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  change ; 
two  new  boxes  have  been  added  to  the  system,  one  at  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Emerald  streets,  and  one  at  the  Keene  Glue 
factory,  the  Keene  Glue  Co.  paying  for  the  latter.  I  think  for 
the  better  protection  of  property  there  should  be  four  new 
boxes  added  to  the  system,  located  as  follows :  George  street, 
corner  of  Sullivan ;  upper  Elm  street ;  in  vicinity  of  high  school 
building;  West  Keene. 

I  take  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  harmony  prevails 
between  officers  and  men  of  the  several  companies,  that  they 
appreciate  their  quarters  and  the  liberal  spirit  manifested  by 
the  city  councils  in  promptly  providing  for  the  needs  of  the 
department.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  valuable 
aid  afforded  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  joint  stand- 
ing committee  on  fire  department,  the  lands  and  buildings  com- 
mittee, and  the  superintendent  of  streets.  A  most  cordial  rela- 
tion exists  among  the  members  associated  with  me  on  the 
board  of  engineers,  who,  with  the  officers,  members  of  the  de- 
partment, and  public,  have  assisted  me  in  making  this  one  of 
the  most  successful  years  in  the  history  of  the  department,  and 
to  them  and  the  city  councils  my  thanks  are  hereby  returned.

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The  following  signals  were  adopted  by  the  board  of 
engineers,  January,  1907,  and  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  superintendent  has  the  right  to  strike  one  blow 
upon  the  bells  at  any  time,  to  test  the  circuit;  also  to  ring  in 
one  round  from  any  box,  preceded  by  a  single  blow  exactly 
five  minutes  after  the  noon  stroke,  on  Saturdays,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  boxes. 

2.  The  signal  22  repeated  on  the  bells  is  to  call  the  fire- 
men to  their  houses  for  further  orders. 

3.  Two  blows  struck  upon  the  bells  signifies  a  still  alarm. 

4.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  the  engineers  may  cause  a 
second  alarm  to  be  sounded  from  the  nearest  box.  A  second 
alarm  is  given  by  striking  ten  blows,  followed  by  the  box 
number. 

5.  As  box  9,  which  is  located  on  city  hall,  is  still  likely  to 
be  used  for  a  general  alarm,  and  to  be  pulled  for  a  fire  which 
is  not  in  or  near  the  square,  the  engineers  will  ring  in  a  second 
alarm  or  four  full  rounds  from  this  box,  if  there  is  fire  of  any 
magnitude  near  the  square. 

6.  The  old  alarm  on  city  hall  will  only  be  rung  between 
9  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  except  in  case  of  serious  fire. 

7.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beaver  Mills 
Co.,  and  alarms  of  fire  will  be  given  on  their  whistle  same  as 
by  the  bells. 
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REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE 
ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
Early  in  April  of  the  present  year  the  joint  standing  com- 
mittee on  fire  department  secured  the  services  of  Engineer 
George  F.  At  wood  of  New  York  city,  and  a  comprehensive  re- 
port was  obtained  on  a  survey  of  the  fire  alarm  system. 

Having  presented  this  report  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  the 
committee  received  instructions  to  make  repairs  and  install 
appliances  found  to  be  necessary  to  put  the  fire  alarm  circuits 
in  good  order,  in  order  to  reduce  the  loss  in  power,  and  to 
maintain  an  even  and  adequate  current  to  provide  for  the 
margin  of  safety,  both  in  the  taking  of  the  current  and  the  re- 
lease on  the  repeater,  bells,  and  strikers  in  the  towers  of  city 
hall  and  the  Court  Street  church. 

Thus  authorized  by  the  board  of  aldermen  the  committee 
made  a  contract  with  Leon  M.  Willard  of  Keene  to  equip  the 
system  with  the  best  insulated  copper  wire  of  a  suitable  gauge, 
and  the  three  loops  of  the  system  were  promptly  put  into  first- 
class  shape. 

The  committee  also  purchased  two  boxes,  authorized  by 
the  councils,  one  for  the  corner  of  Main  and  Emerald  streets, 
numbered  6,  and  one  for  the  corner  of  High  and  Elm  streets, 
numbered  32;  and  caused  three  of  the  old  Stevens  boxes  to  be 
built  over,  leaving  a  spare  box  to  use  in  case  of  further  repairs.

47,  which  may  be  used  by  the  public,  as  well  as  the  proprietors 
of  the  plant. 

Engineer  Atwood  was  gracious  enough  to  say  that  the 
batteries  electrically  and  mechanically  were  in  first-class  con- 
dition, well  installed,  clean,  and  uniformly  good,  leaving  noth- 
ing to  be  desired  with  this  type  of  battery.  I  may  safely  say 
that  the  system  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present  writing.

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REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  KEENE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

The  trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  have  little  that 
is  new  and  unusual  to  report  in  the  conduct  of  the  library  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  circulation  of  books  has  fallen  off  some- 
what in  comparison  with  1908,  but  the  patronage  of  the  insti- 
tution by  students  and  readers  has  been  about  the  average, 
indicating  that  the  library  is  used  for  the  purposes  of  study 
and  investigation  to  a  gratifying  degree.  The  difficulty  of 
placing  additional  books  upon  the  library  shelves,  in  a  manner 
accessible  for  constant  use,  is  still  a  serious  one  owing  to  the 
overcrowded  condition  of  the  bookroom. 

More  of  the  book  funds  than  usual  have  been  expended 
for  the  purchase  of  juvenile  books,  and  new  fiction  for  which 
there  has  been  a  large  demand. 

It  appeared  early  in  the  year  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  it  was  advisable  that  something  should  be  done  to  provide 
an  adequate  and  much  larger  bookroom  of  the  modern  fire- 
proof type,  which  would  properly  meet  present  exigencies  and 
allow  for  future  growth.  In  conjunction  with  a  committee 
from  your  honorable  body,  the  trustees  appointed  a  committee 
to  consider  the  problem.  Meetings  were  held,  an  expert  con- 
sulted, and  an  architect  employed  to  suggest  such  changes  as 
seemed  practicable  and  desirable,  good  progress  was  made  in 
this  work  and  a  solution  appeared  to  be  at  hand,  when  doubts 
as  to  the  legality  of  using  certain  funds,  held  by  the  city,  whose 
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employment  had  been  contemplated,  arose  and  the  whole  mat- 
ter was  held  in  abeyance  awaiting  definite  instructions  from 
the  court  which  have  only  recently  been  announced.  It  is 
hoped  that  during  the  year  to  come  the  improvements  that  have 
been  considered  may  be  made  and  a  serious  problem  in  the 
administration  and  daily  routine  work  of  the  library  thus 
eliminated. 

The  subscription  to  the  Library  Art  club  has  been  dis- 
continued. 

The  librarian's  report  hereby  appended  contains  further 
information  and  statistics.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN* 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library : 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  been  opened  302  days, 
beside  Sunday  afternoons  for  reading,  and  shows  an  average 
daily  circulation  of  107  volumes.  This  is  a  total  decrease  of 
1633  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  accessions  is  534  as  compared  with 
136  of  last  year;  103  replacing  volumes  have  been  purchased; 
160  volumes  have  been  rebound,  making  soiled  and  worn  titles, 
fresh  and  good  for  many  more  circulations.  Of  the  total  ac- 
cessions. 112  volumes  have  been  credited  to  the  Thayer  and 
Chapin  fund.  15  volumes  to  the  Ingersoll  donation  fund,  both 
of  which  have  special  book  plates.  The  entire  income  from 
these  two  funds  has  not  been  expended  as  yet,  the  balance 
being  reserved  for  some  special  departments  needing  up-to-date 
material  which  is  to  be  purchased  at  once. 

Among  the  gifts  of  the  year  may  be  mentioned,  a  set  of 
" Comparative  Aesthetics,"  in  8  volumes,  presented  by  the 
author,  Dr.  George  Lansing  Eaymond,  professor  of  aesthetics, 
Princeton  LTniversity;  "The  Holmes  Genealogy,"  presented 
by  the  city  in  exchange  for  a  copy  of  the  History  of  Keene.

Very  little  aside  from  the  routine  work  has  been  under- 
taken, owing  to  the  library's  crowded,  and  still  unsettled  con- 
dition. More  time  than  previously  has  been  spent  m  reference 
work,  and  in  this  connection  the  Interlibrary  loan  system  has 
been  very  helpful.   A  great  many  volumes  have  been  borrowed 
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from  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  reader  paying  transporta- 
tion charges.  In  this  way  many  books  are  brought  within 
reach  of  our  readers,  which  otherwise  would  be  unavailable. 

The  American  Library  Association  held  its  annual  meeting 
in  the  White  mountains  June  28-July  3,  the  state  association 
holding  its  annual  meeting  July  2  at  the  same  place.  The 
librarian  attended  the  meeting  and  greatly  appreciated  and 
enjoyed  many  of  the  profitable  and  inspiring  sessions  there 
offered. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past  to  buy  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  library  books  of  dealers  out  of  town,  as  better 
prices  were  secured  through  them  than  those  offered  by  local 
dealers. 

It  is  the  expressed  wish  of  the  book  committee  to  patronize 
home  trade  when  practicable  and  if  the  local  book  dealers  can 
duplicate  these  prices  on  books  and  on  subscriptions  to  period- 
icals, they  will  gladly  place  the  orders  with  them,  thereby  sav- 
ing express,  time  and  delay  in  securing  competitive  quotations.

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REPORT  OF 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CEMETERIES. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  his  report  for  the 
year  ending  November  30,  1909,  as  follows: 

During  the  year,  all  possible  care  with  the  means  at  hand, 
has  been  given  to  keep  the  cemeteries  in  a  creditable  condition. 

As  the  years  go  by  the  demand  for  burial  lots  necessitates 
the  laying  out  and  improvement  of  new  plots,  and  as  the  older 
parts  of  the  cemeteries  are  constantly  needing  repairs,  the 
problem  of  how  to  do  the  most  for  the  least  expenditure  is 
a  constant  one. 

The  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  appropriated  for 
painting  was  used  in  giving  one  good  coat  to  the  tool  house, 
the  fence  and  arches  on  Beaver  street,  the  two  iron  bridges 
between  Woodland  and  Greenlawn,  the  gates  at  the  entrance  on 
Washington  street  and  three  iron  gates  at  West  Keene. 

There  still  remains  several  hundred  rods  of  good  fence 
that  need  painting  badly,  and  if  a  portion  of  it  were  done  each 
year,  it  would  add  years  to  its  service. 

While  there  are  many  things  that  might  be  done  for  the 
beautifying  and  adornment  of  our  burial  grounds,  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  the  fence  on  Page  street,  a  part  of  which  was  covered 
in  changing  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  the  old  concrete  drive 
in  Greenlawn  are  most  in  need  of  attention,  both  being  in  an 
unsightly  condition,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  councils  bear  these  in  mind  in  making  their  appropriations.

To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

Nothing  unusual  has  happened  in  this  department  for  the 
past  year. 

There  have  been  complaints,  as  usual,  such  as  are  common 
and  they  have  been  attended  to  and  the  right  thing  done  by  the 
parties  and  their  surroundings  as  seemed  just  and  best. 

Since  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  the  north  part  of  the 
city,  we  have  notified  the  owners  of  houses'  and  premises  in  the 
line  of  the  sewer  to  connect  therewith;  and  there  seems  to  be 
a  willingness  and  desire  to  do  so ;  and  we  think  that  in  the 
spring  all  will  have  connected  who  are  unable  to  complete  their 
work  this  fall.  It  seems  to  be  practically  impossible  for  all 
to  accomplish  what  they  wish  to  in  this  direction  before  winter. 

In  regard  to  contagious  diseases  since  our  last  report,  the 
community  has  been  more  fortunate  than  in  some  years  past. 

There  have  been  reported  to  us  twenty  cases  of  diphtheria, 
nine  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  three 
cases  of  measles. 

All  have  recovered,  so  there  has  been  no  death  from  any 
of  the  above  named  diseases.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  SOLICITOR. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  Keene : 

The  work  of  the  city  solicitor  during  the  past  year  has  con- 
sisted almost  entirely  of  advising  and  aiding  the  various  city 
officers  who  haA^e  required  legal  advice  or  assistance  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties. 

The  only  case  in  court  which  has  required  the  attention  of 
the  solicitor  was  the  petition  of  the  city  of  Keene  for  instruction 
in  reference  to  the  John  Symonds  fund  and  the  Henry  0. 
Coolidge  fund.  That  suit  was  begun  under  the  authority  of 
a  resolution  passed  by  the  city  councils  March  18,  1909.  The 
purpose  of  the  suit  was  to  obtain  permission  of  the  court  to 
use  part  of  the  John  Symonds  fund  for  the  making  of  certain 
changes  in  the  Thayer  library  building  and  to  use  the  income 
from  the  remainder  of  said  fund,  and  from  the  Henry  0. 
Coolidge  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  present  public  library. 
The  suit  was  entered  in  the  superior  court  March  19,  1909,  and 
was  heard  at  the  October  term  just  recently  closed.  A  decree 
was  entered,  as  to  both  of  the  funds  involved,  giving  the  in- 
structions requested  by  the  city;  so  that  these  two  funds  will 
henceforth  be  available  for  library  purposes.

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City  Government. 


ORGANIZATION  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT. 


Keene,  Tuesday,  January  4,  1910. 
The  members  of  the  city  government  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1910,  having  met  for  organization,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter,  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  His  Honor  Mayor  Clark,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon. The  oath  of  office  by  law  prescribed  was  administered 
to  the  mayor-elect,  John  E.  Benton,  by  Hon.  H.  B.  Viall,  who 
then  introduced  him  to  the  aldermen  and  councilmen  present. 
After  roll-call  by  the  clerk,  His  Honor  Mayor  Benton  adminis- 
tered the  oath  of  office  to  the  following  named  members  of  the 
boards  of  aldermen  and  councilmen,  to  wit:

Wardwell,  clerk. 
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THE  MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 

I  do  not  intend  to  delay  yon  with  a  presentation  of  statistics 
in  reference  to  the  various  departments  at  this  time.  The  work 
of  the  past  year,  and  the  present  conditions  of  those  depart- 
ments is  shown  by  the  annual  city  report,  which  will  supply 
any  information  that  you  may  require,  in  a  more  complete  and 
useful  form  than  I  could  give  it  to  you  now. 

You  will  all  of  you  seek  to  become  familiar  in  a  general 
way  with  the  business  which  the  city  is  doing,  but  I  venture 
to  recommend  that  the  various  committees  to  be  appointed, 
make  a  particular  examination  into  the  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ments with  which  they  are  appointed  to  deal,  and,  both  by  a 
careful  study  of  the  reports  from  those  departments,  and  by 
personal  investigation,  make  themselves  well  acquainted  with 
the  administration  thereof.  The  business  which  the  city  annu- 
ally transacts  is  large,  and  of  vital  importance  to  the  citizens 
whom  you  represent.  It  is  mostly  transacted  through  the 
agency  of  the  various  departments,  the  work  of  the  councils 
as  to  the  departments  being  merely  directory.  The  work  of 
direction  cannot  be  wisely  done  unless  the  councils  are  well 
informed.  Not  only  is  it,  therefore,  your  duty  to  seek  to  ac- 
quaint yourselves  fully  with  the  affairs  of  the  various  depart- 
ments in  relation  to  which  you  are  particularly  to  act,  but  it 
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is  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  those  departments  to  give  you  all 
the  aid  possible  in  that  direction.  I  know  that  they  will  gladly 
do  this. 

I  mention  this  matter  of  your  addressing  yourselves  at  once 
to  the  work  with  which  upon  committees  you  will  have  to  deal, 
because  I'  wish  to  impress  upon  you,  as  strongly  as  I  am  able 
to  do,  the  fact  that  the  success  of  the  administration  of  the 
city  affairs  for  the  coming  year  is  dependent  chiefly  upon  you. 
Without  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  both  your  bodies, 
the  mayor  can  do  but  little.  It  is  also  true  that  the  board  of 
aldermen  or  the  common  council,  working  separately,  is  largely 
helpless.  In  order  that  the  city  affairs  may  be  well  directed 
and  any  work  of  substantial  value  to  the  city  accomplished,  it 
is  indispensable  that  the  common  council  and  the  board  of 
mayor  and  aldermen  shall  all  work  together  with  a  common 
understanding  and  a  common  purpose. 

It  is  not  easy  to  do  this.  The  two  boards  number  twenty 
men  in  all,  in  addition  to  the  mayor.  They  act  separately.  It 
is  difficult  to  secure  a  full  understanding,  by  all  this  large  num- 
ber of  men,  of  the  numerous  matters  which  come  up  for  action. 
The  tendency  sometimes  is  for  the  upper  board  to  act  some- 
what in  disregard  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  common  council 
by  the  city  charter.  I  urge  upon  the  aldermen  who  are  to  act 
as  chairmen  of  your  standing  committees  not  to  consider  the 
authority  of  their  committees  as  vested  in  themselves,  but  to 
be  careful  to  act  only  in  committee  with  their  associates  from 
the  common  council.  Indeed,  it  is  only  in  that  manner  that 
they  can  legally  act.  So  far  as  I  am  able,  I  shall  see  to  it  that 
that  common  council  is  fully  informed,  and  is  granted  its  full 
voice,  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  city. 
The  transaction  of  business  through  two  boards  may  be  clumsy 
and  difficult,  as  I  have  indicated,  but  by  patience,  and  by  deter- 
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mination  to  understand  each  other,  and  to  help  each  other  in 
our  common  work  we  ought  to  be  able  to  do  satisfactory  ser- 
vice for  the  city. 

I  venture,  however,  to  recommend  to  your  consideration, 
the  question  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  when  some 
change  can  profitably  be  made  in  the  form  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. Attempts  have  been  made  in  the  past  to  secure  legisla- 
tion changing  our  charter  and  simplifying  the  machinery  by 
which  our  business  is  transacted.  I  believe  that  the  need  for 
such  a  change  is  generally  recognized.  Our  government  of 
mayor,  aldermen  and  common  council  is  patterned  after  the 
federal  government,  with  its  president,  senate  and  house  of 
representatives.  For  the  purpose  of  legislating  for  a  nation, 
or  for  a  state,  that  form  is  undoubtedly  well  devised;  but  the 
work  of  our  city  government  is  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  not  the  making  of  laws,  except  in  a  very  slight  degree. 
The  advantage  of  a  double  board  of  directors  in  the  transaction 
of  business  has  never  yet  been  recognized  and  adopted  by  any 
business  concern  that  I  know  of. 

In  modern  city  charters,  the  tendency  has  been  to  abandon 
the  miniature  legislature,  and  adopt  a  form  of  government 
devised  solely  with  the  view  of  permitting  municipal  business 
to  be  transacted  as  effectively  and  economically  as  is  the  busi- 
ness of  private  enterprises.  With  such  a  government,  partisan 
politics  has  nothing  to  do. 

Of  course,  any  change  in  our  city  charter  must  be  effected 
by  legislative  act.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  any  move- 
ment to  secure  such  an  act,  in  order  to  meet  the  approval  of 
our  citizens,  must,  in  effect,  come  from  them,  through  their 
representatives  in  the  city  government.  Any  change  asked  by 
the  city  government,  and  supported  by  public  opinion  in  the 
city,  would  undoubtedly  be  granted  by  the  legislature. 
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If  anything  in  this  direction  is  to  be  attempted,  some  plan 
should  be  devised  for  securing  an  expression  of  views  by  all 
interested,  and  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  those  citizens 
whose  experience  has  rendered  their  aid  of  particular  value. 
Any  plan  proposed  for  adoption  must  be  not  only  well  devised, 
but  really  representative  of  the  wishes  of  the  people  as  to  the 
form  of  their  local  government.  I  have  no  specific  recom- 
mendations at  this  time  to  make,  but  I  will  state,  merely  to 
prevent  any  misapprehension,  that  it  is  my  belief  that  the  ex- 
isting division  of  the  city  into  wards,  and  their  separate  repre- 
sentation in  the  city  government,  cannot,  with  popular  ap- 
proval, be  abandoned,  and  that  no  change  in  that  regard  should 
be  attempted. 

If  a  change  in  the  form  of  city  government  should  be  con- 
sidered, and  a  modern  city  charter  asked  at  the  hands  of  the 
legislature,  that  instrument  would  doubtless  provide  some  non- 
partisan method  for  the  nomination  of  elective  city  officers-.  If 
nothing  in  that  direction  is  done,  then  I  recommend  that  the 
"City  Caucus  Act,"  so  called,  contained  in  chapter  93  of  the 
laws  of  1905,  be  ordered  by  the  councils,  submitted  to  the 
voters  at  the  next  city  election.  That  law,  as  you  probably 
know,  is  designed  to  restrict  participation  in  party  caucuses 
to  party  members,  and  to  provide  that,  at  such  caucuses  the 
Australian  ballot  shall  be  used,  and  the  polls  kept  open  a  suffi- 
cient length  of  time  to  permit  all  voters  in  the  respective  par- 
ties to  participate  in  their  caucuses.  By  the  terms  of  the  act 
it  is  in  force  in  all  cities  of  twelve  thousand  inhabitants,  ac- 
cording to  the  census  of  1900,  "and  in  such  other  cities  and 
towns  of  the  state  as  shall  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  at 
an  annual  or  biennial  meeting  adopt  the  same."  Although  the 
act  was  passed  in  1905,  it  has  never  been  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  Keene  for  approval  or  rejection. 
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I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  city  audi- 
tor is  an  auditor  in  name  only  and  not  in  fact.  Under  the 
ordinances  his  sole  duty  is  to  sit  at  the  mayor's  office  on  certain 
specified  days  to  examine  and  allow  claims  against  the  city. 
He  has  also  to  enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  all  claims 
allowed  by  him.  It  is  not  his  duty  to  audit,  and  he  does  not 
audit,  the  books  or  accounts  of  any  city  official  or  department. 
The  only  provision  for  an  audit  of  any  of  the  books  of  the  city 
is  found  in  section  13  of  chapter  1,  of  the  city  ordinances,  which 
provides  that  "the  committee  on  finance  shall  at  the  close  of 
each  financial  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  shall  deem  it 
expedient,  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  city  treas- 
urer, and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  access  to  all  the  books 
and  vouchers  in  his  possession  or  in  possession  of  the  city  clerk, 
or  any  other  officer  of  the  city.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  suggest 
that  while  the  finance  men  who  are  entirely  competent  to  audit 
such  books  as  it  is  their  duty  to  audit,  there  are  other  times 
when  it  will  not  be  composed,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  of  men 
who  are  sufficiently  skilled  accountants  to  do  such  work.  Under 
the  existing  plan,  the  finance  committee  annually  examines  the 
books  of  the  city  treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  all  payments  into  his  hands  have  been  properly  cred- 
ited to  the  city,  and  whether  all  disbursements  by  him  are 
properly  vouched  for  by  checks  drawn  by  the  mayor  and  city 
clerk.  In  connection  with  this  examination,  the  committee  also 
examines  the  records  of  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining whether  checks  drawn  upon  the  city  treasurer  during 
the  year  are  properly  vouched  for  by  claims  approved  under 
the  hand  of  the  city  auditor.  No  attempt  is  made  to  audit  the 
books  of  the  city  clerk,  or  the  city  messenger,  or  the  superin- 
tendent of  cemeteries  and  of  the  superintendent  of  water 
works,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  all  sums  which 
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it  is  their  duty  to  collect  are  actually  collected  and  accounted 
for  to  the  city.  Neither  is  any  examination  made  by  them  of 
the  books  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  water  rates  and  street 
sprinkling  assessments. 

I  have  no  occasion  to  doubt  the  entire  honesty  of  any  of  our 
city  officers,  and  I  believe  that,  generally  speaking,  in  the  vari- 
ous departments  and  offices,  the  city  is  served  with  fidelity  and 
ability.  Nevertheless,  it  is  wrong  in  practice,  and  a  standing 
invitation  to  maladministration,  for  a  city  disbursing  annually 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  not  to  have  an  effi- 
cient provision  for  a  periodical  audit  of  the  books  of  all  officers 
whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  or  disburse  the  money  of  the  city. 
I  recommend  that  the  councils  consider  the  expediency  of  en- 
acting an  ordinance  which  shall  charge  the  auditor  with  the 
duties  usually  appertaining  to  that  office. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  by  the 
committee  on  finance  to  the  matter  of  uncollected  taxes,  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  work  which  they  have  done  has,  in  a 
marked  degree,  increased  the  payment  of  delinquent  taxes  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city.  The  matter,  however,  continues  to 
demand  attention,  and  I  trust  that  such  steps  will  be  taken  as 
will  insure  its  early  settlement. 

Another  question  of  as  much  interest  to  the  citizens  as  that 
of  uncollected  taxes  already  assessed — and,  in  the  long  run, 
one  of  even  far  more  importance  to  them — is  the  matter  of 
securing  equal  assessments  in  the  future.  A  strong  feeling 
exists  that  there  is  great  inequality  in  the  valuation  of  property 
upon  the  assessors'  books  for  the  purposes  of  taxation;  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  there  should  be  a  re-valuation  by  the  asses- 
sors, made  independently  of  all  former  assessments,  and  ac- 
cording to  some  plan  which,  so  nearly  as  possible,  shall  insure 
the  valuation  of  all  property  upon  an  equal  basis,  so  that  the 
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burden  of  taxation  shall  be  justly  distributed.  I  may  at  some 
future  date  offer  some  further  suggestions  in  reference  to  this 
matter. 

By  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in  Keene  v.  Eastman 
et  als  it  was  determined  that  the  city,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, is  under  no  obligation  to  devote  the  Coolidge  lot  to 
library  purposes;  and  it  was  indicated  that  under  proper  pro- 
ceedings the  city  might  procure  leave  of  the  court  to  make 
disposition  of  the  lot. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  an  act  was  passed 
providing  that  the  school  board  of  Union  school  district,  when 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  district,  might  take  the  lot  for  school 
purposes,  paying  the  value  of  the  same  to  the  city  of  Keene  to 
hold  for  library  purposes  as  the  court  should  direct.  If  the 
lot  is  now,  or  will  shortly  be,  needed  for  school  purposes,  no 
action  in  regard  to  the  same  on  the  part  of  the  city  is  now 
desirable ;  but  in  the  absence  of  any  indication  of  the  purpose 
of  the  district,  expressed  either  at  the  approaching  school 
meeting,  or  through  the  school  board,  I  recommend  that  the 
councils  consider  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  take  such  action  as  shall  be  requisite  to  effect  such 
disposition.  The  property  is  too  valuable,  and  represents  too 
large  an  investment  on  the  part  of  the  city,  to  be  permitted  to 
lie  idle  indefinitely. 

The  legal  proceedings  authorized  by  the  councils  during 
the  past  year  have  been  brought  to  a  conclusion  which  permits 
the  use  of  the  Symonds  fund,  so  far  as  is  necessary,,  for  making 
necessary  alterations  in  the  Thayer  library  building,  and  the 
devotion  of  the  income  from  the  remainder  of  that  fund  and 
of  the  Coolidge  fund  to  the  support  of  the  library.  The  Sy- 
monds fund  now  amounts  to  $23,306.03,  exclusive  of  $1,991.97 
on  deposit  in  the  Keene  Five  Cents  Savings  bank,  an  insolvent 
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institution.  I  recommend  the  use  of  so  much  of  the  fund  as 
may  be  required  for  the  making  of  such  changes  in  the  present 
library  structure  as  are  necessary  to  render  the  same  well 
adapted  for  library  purposes.  Action  in  the  matter,  however, 
should  be  taken  only  after  careful  consideration,  and  along 
conservative  lines,  so  that  the  fund  may  be  preserved  so  far 
as  is  possible.  The  income  from  the  various  library  funds  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  city,  and  from  the  fund  which  may  be 
expected  to  come  into  its  hands  for  library  purposes  as  pro- 
ceeds from  the  Coolidge  lot,  will  in  large  part  relieve  the  city 
from  expense  for  the  support  of  its  library,  providing  all  those 
funds  are  carefully  conserved.  That  end  should  be  constantly 
kept  in  mind. 

The  superintendent  of  water  works  recommends  that  the . 
work  of  replacing  the  cement  lined  water  main  from  Keene 
to  Sylvan  lake  be  completed,  and  that  the  Echo  lake  dam  be 
rebuilt  and  raised  three  feet.  The  first  proposition  is  meant  to 
secure  the  water  supply  which  we  already  have,  and  the  second 
to  increase  the  storage  capacity  of  Echo  lake,  so  that  all  the 
people  in  ordinary  seasons  may  have  Echo  lake  water.  Such 
an  increase  of  supply  would  probably  wholly  preclude  the 
danger  of  a  scarcity  of  water  in  any  season,  until  our  popula- 
tion shall  have  largely  increased.  Both  recommendations  should 
undoubtedly  be  adopted  as  early  as  shall  be  practicable.  I 
believe  first  attention  should  be  given  to  the  work  of  repairing 
the  defective  water  main  to  Sylvan  lake.  The  city  is  at  times 
wholly  dependent  on  that  lake  for  water,  as  it  has  now  been  for 
several  weeks.  A  break  in  the  main  would  leave  us  without 
water  until  it  could  be  repaired.  Cast  iron  pipe  has  already 
been  laid  from  the  city  to  a  point  about  three  hundred  feet 
north  of  Richardson's  ravine,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  com- 
pleting the  rei>laeerncnt  to  Sylvan  lake,  including  blow-offs, 
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gates,  hydrants,  etc.,  is  $8,865.90.  This  work  can  be  done  and 
wholly  paid  for  out  of  the  proceeds  from  the  water  works  de- 
partment the  coming  year,  without  interfering  with  the  pave- 
ment, also  from  that  source,  of  interest  and  maturing  water 
bonds. 

The  superintendent  informs  me  that  the  cement  lined  pipe, 
remaining  to  be  replaced,  is  in  a  very  defective  condition,  and 
that  he  has  had  numerous  breaks  in  the  same  in  the  past  few 
years,  none,  however,  having  occurred  when  the  city  did  not 
have  a  supply  of  water  from  other  sources.  The  damage 
which  would  be  caused  by  a  break  in  the  Sylvan  lake  main 
when  the  city  was  wholly  dependent  upon  that  source  of  sup- 
ply, (particularly  if  such  a  break  should  occur  in  winter  time, 
when  the  work  of  repair  would  be  slow),  would  be  so  great 
that  it  should  be  guarded  against. 

Keene  is  most  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  its  system  of 
water  works,  and  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  foresight  of 
its  citizens  of  earlier  years,  who  constructed  that  system  as  a 
municipal  work,  instead  of  allowing  it  to  be  exploited  by  pri- 
vate capital.  The  last  water  bonds  will  be  paid  in  1917.  The 
amount  now  annually  becoming  due  is  far  less  than  the  net 
annual  profits  from  the  water  system.  The  proceeds  from  the 
system  should  fully  pay  all  the  expenses  of  construction,  in- 
terest, maintenance  and  operation,  but  should  pay  nothing 
beyond  those  amounts.  Water  is  a  necessity  of  life,  which  is 
procured  by  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  its  citizens,  and  not  as 
a  speculation.  It  is  used  by  all  the  people,  and  is  used 
not  in  proportion  to  their  taxable  property,  but  in  pro- 
portion to  the  size  of  their  families  and  to  their  needs.  If  it 
was  used  in  proportion  to  the  taxable  property  of  the  users, 
it  would  be  immaterial  what  the  rates  were,  because  a  pay- 
ment in  water  rates  of  more  than  the  water  cost  the  city. 
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would  simply  lessen  the  tax  rate.  What  the  user  overpaid  in 
water  rates  he  would  save  in  taxes.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  how- 
ever, a  man  who  is  taxed  on  $2,000  may  pay  as  much  in  water 
rates  as  a  man  who  owns  taxable  property  worth  $50,000.  If 
the  water  rates  charged  are  higher  than  the  actual  cost  of 
the  water  to  the  city,  they  each  pay  the  same  amount  beyond 
such  cost,  but  the  second  gets  twenty-five  times  as  much  bene- 
fit from  the  resulting  reduced  tax  rate  as  the  first.  It  is  not 
a  question  whether  our  rates  are  high  or  low  in  comparison 
with  those  of  other  cities,  where  the  cost  of  procuring  water 
may  be  more  or  less  than  here,  but  whether  it  is  equitable  to 
raise  a  revenue  for  ordinary  city  purposes  by  charging  more 
than  cost  for  an  article  which  all  must  use  about  equally, 
whether  they  have  much  or  little  taxable  property. 

This  matter  is  of  especial  interest  to  the  small  householder 
for  it  is  clear  that  the  imposition  of  a  charge  for  water  greater 
than  cost  bears  unequally  upon  the  man  of  small  means,  be- 
cause it  places  upon  him  as  great  a  burden  as  it  does  upon  the 
man  of  large  means.  It  is  right  that  he  should  pay  all  that 
his  water  costs,  but  it  is  not  right  that  he  should,  in  water 
rates,  pay  something  more  than  that  to  create  a  revenue  to 
meet  ordinary  city  charges.  Those  charges  should  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  citizens,  not  in  proportion  to  the  water 
which  they  need  to  use,  but  in  proportion  to  their  taxable 
property.  This  proposition  will  be  opposed  by  some  who  own 
real  estate  of  great  value,  and  who  desire  the  city  charges, 
so  far' as  possible,  to  be  paid  by  a  tax  on  water  instead  of  on 
property,  but  I  believe  its  justice  will  be  perceived  by  all. 

Of  course  no  such  change  should  be  made  in  rates  as  to 
prevent  the  full  payment  of  the  entire  cost  of  the  water  sys- 
tem, both  past  and  present,  out  of  the  income  from  that  sys- 
tem, but  the  money  derived  from  the  water  department  should 
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constitute  a  separate  fund,  which  should  not  be  drawn  upon 
for  ordinary  city  charges.  If  provision  for  this  is  made,  I 
believe  that  substantial  reduction  can  be  effected  in  the  water 
rates,  as  soon  as  the  new  work  recommended  by  the  superin- 
tendent has  been  paid  for. 

I  recommend  that  the  appropriate  committee  consider  also 
whether  the  present  schedule  of  water  rates  does  not  fix  too 
great  a  difference  between  the  price  charged  to  the  small  user, 
and  to  the  large  user  of  water.  The  rate  for  metered  water 
for  domestic  use  is  20  cents  per  100  cubic  feet;  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  for  the  first  100  feet  per  day  12  cents  per 
100  fee  r;  for  the  second  100  feet  8  cents ;  for  the  third  100  feet  4 
cents;  and  for  all  over  300  feet  2  cents;  so  that  the  small 
manufacturer  pays  six  times  as  much,  and  the  householders 
pay  ten  times  as  much  for  water  as  the  large  manufacturer 
pays  for  what  he  uses  over  300  feet  per  day.  Of  course  water 
can  be  supplied  in  wholesale  quantities  cheaper  than  in  small 
quantities,  but  careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
matter,  so  that  no  unjust  discrimination  may  be  made  against 
the  small  user,  but  that  both  the  small  user  and  the  large  user 
may  have  their  water  for  what  it  fairly  costs  the  city  to  de- 
liver it. 

I  trust  that  this  year  may  not  be  permitted  to  pass  with- 
out the  making  of  at  least  a  beginning  upon  the  work  of  pav- 
ing Central  Square,  and  Main  street  between  the  Square  and 
the  railroad,  with  some  suitable  material.  We  have  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  cities  in  the  state,  but  the  condition  of  the 
streets  referred  to  is  scarcely  keeping  with  the  general  ap- 
pearance of  the  city. 

The  contract  between  the  City  of  Keene  and  the  Citizens 
Electric  Light  company,  made  in  1905,  will  expire  August  18, 
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1910.  I  recommend  that  attention  be  given  early  in  the  year 
to  the  matter  of  securing  propositions  for  a  new  contract,  so 
that  abundant  opportunity  may  be  had  for  investigation  and 
consideration  before  any  final  action  is  taken. 

The  year  1909  witnessed  the  arrival  of  the  brown  tail  moth 
in  Keene.  A  considerable  colony  were  brought  here,  supposed- 
ly on  the  outside  of  a  freight  car,  and  became  dispersed  about 
the  city.  Their  nests  have  recently  been  discovered,  and,  if 
nothing  is  done  to  prevent,  the  pest  will  become  widely  scat- 
tered in  this  community,  to  the  injury  of  the  beautiful  trees 
upon  our  streets  and  parks,  and  to  the  damage  of  our  citizens. 

By  Section  3  of  Chapter  147  of  the  Laws  of  1907  it  is  pro- 
vided that  cities  "by  such  public  officer  or  board  as  may  be 
designated  or  appointed  by  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen 
*  *  *  shall  destroy  or  cause  to  be  destroyed  said  (gypsy 
and  brown  tail)  moths  and  the  eggs,  caterpillars,  pupae,  and 
nests  thereof  within  their  limits,  except  in  parks  and  other 
property  under  the  control  of  the  state,  and  in  private  prop- 
erty.1' Any  work  in  this  direction  should  be  undertaken  at 
once  while  the  eggs  can  be  destroyed  in  the  nests,  which  are 
easily  discovered  in  winter  time.  I  recommend  that  the  alder- 
men give  this  matter  attention  as  early  as  possible. 

In  recent  years  much  attention  has  been  given,  both  in 
state  and  nation,  to  the  matter  of  safe-guarding  the  public 
health  by  the  enactment  of  laws  intended  to  secure  the  purity 
of  foods  consumed  by  the  public.  These  laws,  excellent  so  far 
as  they  go,  require  to  be  supplemented  by  effective  action  on 
the  part  of  the  local  authorities. 

I  recommend  that  the  board  of  health  be  given  clear  au- 
thority to  take  such  action  as  shall  make  it  certain  that  meat, 
fish  and  other  foods  shall  be  sold  in  Keene  only  when  free 
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from  disease  and  otherwise  suitable  for  food  purposes,  and 
then  under  clean  and  sanitary  conditions.  I  also  suggest  that 
the  ordinance  recommended  by  the  state  board  of  health  gov- 
erning the  production  and  sale  of  milk  be  enacted  in  Keene. 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  by  members  of  the 
Cheshire  County  Medical  association,  that  the  association,  act- 
ing in  cooperation  with  similar  associations  throughout  the 
county,  has  forbidden  its  members  to  make  any  contract  for 
the  performance  of  an  indefinite  amount  of  medical  service  for 
a  fixed  compensation.  This  is  interpreted  to  preclude  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  office  of  town,  city  or  county  physician.  It  is 
suggested  that  difficulty  may  be  encountered  in  securing  a 
physician  to  fill  the  office  of  city  physician  during  the  coming 
year.  If  any  change  in  the  ordinances  creating  the  office  of 
city  physician,  or  fixing  his  salary,  is  to  be  made,  I  recommend 
that  the  office  be  wholly  abolished,  and  that  the  city  pay  for 
the  service  of  a  physician  only  when  such  service  has  been 
rendered  upon  the  order  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor. 

The  city  ordinances  were  last  printed  in  available  form  in 
1906.  Since  that  date  important  changes  have  been  made  in 
ordinances  then  existing,  and  new  ordinances  have  been  en- 
acted. I  recommend  that,  at  some  time  during  the  year,  the 
councils  authorize  the  revision  and  printing  of  the  ordinances, 
so  that  they  may  be  more  easily  known  to  the  officials  of  the 
city,  and  to  the  public  whom  they  affect. 

In  closing,  let  me  suggest  to  you  again,  that  it  is  upon  you 
that  the  great  part  of  the  responsibility  of  the  administration 
of  the  coming  year  will  fall.  If  you  are  prepared  to  do  much 
faithful  hard  work  the  administration  will  be  successful; 
otherwise  it  cannot  possibly  be.  I  feel  that  it  is  a  great  honor 
to  any  man  at  any  time  to  be  elected  mayor  of  this  city,  but

that  it  is  a  special  honor  to  be  elected  to  follow  one  who  has 
held  tne  office  for  four  successive  terms,  and  who  carries 
back  with  him  into  private  life  such  universal  esteem 
and  good  will  as  does  our  retiring  mayor.  I  desire  to  do 
what  I  can  to  merit  the  honor  shown  me,  and  I  shall  in 
every  way  possible  aid  you  in  the  work  that  you  have  to  do. 
It  is,  however,  your  work.  I  am  confident  that  you  will  labor 
to  do  it  well.

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 

follows : 

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  finance  be  and  here- 
by is  authorized  to  employ  an  expert  accountant  to  audit  the 
books  of  Ainsworth  M.  Nims,  collector,  and  that  the  cost  of 
said  employment  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.  Said  accountant  shall  be  instruct- 
ed to  determine  what  amount  of  taxes  committed  to  him  have 
been  collected  by  said  Nims  and  what  amounts  have  been  paid 
into  the  city  treasury;  also  what  amounts  of  interest  have  ac- 
crued on  overdue  taxes,  what  amounts  of  such  interest  have 
been  collected  by  said  Nims,  and  what  amounts  have  been 
paid  into  the  city  treasury.

Section  1.  The  title  of  Chapter  XIII  of  the  City  Ordi- 
nances is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  from  said  title  the 
words  "assessors  of  taxes  and"  so  that  said  title  shall  read 
"overseer  of  the  poor." 

Sect.  2.  Said  chapter  is  further  amended  by  striking  out 
and  repealing  Sections  1,  2  and  3  and  by  renumbering  Section 
4  as  Section  1. 

Sect.  3.  The  several  members  of  the  board  of  assessors 
heretofore  existing  under  said  sections  repealed  are  hereby 
expressly  declared  to  be  removed  from  office  and  said  board 
of  assessors  is  abolished. 

Sect.  4.  This  ordinance  should  take  effect  immediately 
upon  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  a  board  of  assessors  in  the 
city  of  Keene  and  specifying  the  powers  and  duties  of 
said  board. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  board  of  assessors  of  taxes  consisting  of 
five  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  councils  in  joint  con- 
vention by  majority  vote.  Said  board  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  of  the  powers  vested  in  boards  of  assessors  of  taxes  by  the 
public  statutes. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  city  councils 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  five  members  of  said  board 
of  assessors  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  on  said  board  for  the 
following  terms i  The  first  elected  from  the  date  of  election 
until  Jan.  1,  1911,  the  second  from  said  date  until  Jan.  1,  1912, 
the  third  From  said  date  until  Jan.  1,  1913,  the  fourth  from 
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said  date  until  Jan.  1,  1914,  and  the  fifth  from  said  date  until 
Jan.  1,  1915.  Thereafter,  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by- 
expiration  of  the  term  of  any  member  of  said  board  a  new 
member  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  five  years  and  when- 
ever a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  reason  of  death,  resignation, 
removal  from  office,  or  other  cause,  a  new  member  shall  be 
elected  for  said  unexpired  term.  The  removal  of  an  assessor 
from  one  ward  to'  another  shall  not  affect  his  right  to  hold 
office  for  the  full  length  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected. 

Sect.  3.  Before  assessing  the  taxes  for  1910  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  board  of  assessors  to  make  a  complete  ap- 
praisal of  all  the  real  estate  and  other  property  liable  to  taxa- 
tion in  the  city  wholly  independently,  so  far  as  is  possible,  of 
all  former  appraisals,  and  with  a  view  particularly  of  avoiding 
any  inequality  or  discrimination  in  fixing  the  valuation  of  the 
property  of  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  taxation. 

Sect.  4.  That  part  of  the  city  of  Keene  which  is  com- 
prised of  the  properties  lying  adjacent  to  Main  street  and  on 
either  side  of  the  same  from  Emerald  street  to  Central  square ; 
adjacent  to  and  on  either  side  of  West  street  from  St.  James 
street  to  said  square ;  adjacent  to  and  on  the  east  side  of  Court 
street  from  the  Baptist  church  to  said  square;  adjacent  to  and 
on  the  west  side  of  Washington  street  from  Union  street  to 
said  square;  adjacent  to  and  on  each  side  of  Roxbury  street 
from  the  Odd  Fellows  building  to  said  square ;  adjacent  to  and 
on  each  side  of  Church  street  from  Wells  street  to  said  Main 
street;  adjacent  to  and  on  each  side  of  Railroad  street  from 
93d  street  to  said  Main  street,  between  said  St.  James  street 
and  said  Main  street  and  on  all  sides  of  said  Central  square 
is  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  designated  as  the  business 
district  of  said  city. 

Sect.  5.  Said  board  of  assessors  shall  annually,  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  make  a  report  to  the  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  showing  the  total  appraised  valuation  of  all  the 
real  estate  in  the  city  assessed  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  the 
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total  appraised  valuation  of  all  the  personal  property  in  the 
city  so  assessed,  the  taxes  assessed  thereon,  the  real  estate 
and  other  property  in  the  city  which  escapes  taxation  by  rea- 
son of  exemption,  the  real  estate  within  the  city  limits  owned 
by  the  city  and  the  value  of  the  same,  and  any  other  informa- 
tion which  they  deem  of  interest  to  the  people  of  Keene. 

Said  board  in  said  report  shall  also  state  in  detail  the 
amount  for  which  each  parcel  of  real  estate  in  said  business 
district  is  appraised,  the  area  of  said  parcel,  and  the  separate 
value  placed  by  them  upon  the  land  and  upon  the  buildings 
thereon  in  fixing  said  appraisal.  They  shall  give  also  the  same 
information  with  reference  to  each  manufacturing  plant  in  the 
city,  and  with  reference  to  any  other  real  estate  which  in  their 
opinion  should  be  covered  in  the  same  manner. 

Said  board  shall  likewise  state  in  said  report  the  ap- 
praised value  of  the  machinery  and  stock  in  trade  of  each 
manufacturing  establishment  and  business  concern  in  the  city 
when  such  appraised  value  exceeds  $1,000.00  in  amount. 

Said  board  shall  also  state  in  said  report  what  abatements 
of  taxes  upon  property  or  polls  have  been  made  by  them  since 
the  date  of  their  last  previous  report  or  the  date  of  the  crea- 
tion of  said  board  and  briefly  indicate  the  reasons  therefor. 

Said  report  of  said  assessors  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  city  of  Keene. 

Sect.  6.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  $200.00  per  annum  in  full  payment  for  their  services  or  at 
that  rate  for  such  time  as  they  shall  hold  office.  Said  salary 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  after 
the  services  are  performed. 

Sect.  7.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  that  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed 
and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  six  days  after  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  Chapter  I  and  Chapter  XXXII 
of  the  City  Ordinances. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene, 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  Chapter  I  of  the  City  Ordinances  is  amended 
by  adding  to  Section  1  of  said  chapter  the  following  words, 
"It  shall  be  his  duty  so  to  mark  and  return  all  claims  for 
materials  and  supplies  purchased  in  unreasonable  quantities 
or  charged  for  at  unreasonable  prices,  or  wherein  any  unrea- 
sonable or  questionable  charge  is  made  against  the  city." 

Sect.  2.  Said  Chapter  I  is  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  Section  1  in  said  chapter  the  following:  "Section  2. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  from  time  to  time,  and 
particularly  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  to  audit  the 
books  of  the  city  treasurer,  city  clerk,  superintendent  of  water 
works,  sewers  and  drains,  superintendent  of  cemeteries,  city 
messenger,  the  collector  of  taxes,  water  rates  and  street  sprin- 
kling assessments,  and  any  other  city  officer  or  agent  having 
charge  of  the  collection  or  disbursements  of  the  money  of  the 
city,  and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  have 
access  to  any  of  the  books  and  vouchers  of  any  of  said  officers 
or  agents.  Said  audits  of  said  books  shall  be  made  for  the 
purpose  not  only  of  determining  whether  all  money  collected 
for  or  held  on  behalf  of  the  city  has  been  honestly  accounted 
for,  but  also  of  determining  whether  materials,  supplies  and 
property  purchased  or  sold  in  the  various  departments  are  pur- 
chased or  sold  at  reasonable  prices,  and  whether  all  sums  of 
money  which  should  be  collected  on  behalf  of  the  city  are  in 
fact  collected  and  whether  the  financial  business  of  said  de- 
partments is  in  all  ways  conducted  with  due  regard  to  the 
interests  of  the  city. 

He  shall  also  examine  all  notes,  bonds  and  securities  in 
the  hands  of  the  city  treasurer  belonging  to  the  city  and  shall 
make  a  report  as  to  the  same  in  his  annual  report  to  the  city 
councils. ' ' 

"Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  if  he  shall 
discover  any  irregularity  or  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  city  is  being  neglected  or  disregarded  in  the 
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financial  transactions  of  any  officer  or  agent,  to  make  imme- 
diate report  to  the  mayor  who  shall  lay  the  same  before  the 
aldermen.  The  auditor  shall  also  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  city  councils  to  be  included  in  the  published  annual  report 
of  the  city  stating,  with  as  much  detail  as  he  shall  judge  prac- 
ticable and  necessary,  the  result  of  his  examination  of  the 
books  of  the  various  officers  and  agents  of  the  city." 

Section  13  of  said  Chapter  I  is  also  amended  so  that  the 
same  shall  read  as  follows:  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mittee on  finance,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  to 
audit  the  books  of  the  various  city  officers  and  agents  having 
charge  of  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  the  money  of  the 
city,  and  they  may  at  any  time  cause  the  auditor  to  audit  the 
books  of  any  such  officer  or  agent,  and  may  direct  such  audit. 
For  said  purpose  said  committee  shall  have  access  to  all  the 
books  and  vouchers  of  any  of  said  officers  or  agents.  Said  sec- 
tion is  further  amended  by  renumbering  the  same  as  Section  15. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Chapter  I  is  further  amended  by  renumber- 
ing Sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12  and  14  as  Sections 
4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14  and  16. 

Sect.  5.  Chapter  XXXII  of  the  City  Ordinances  is 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  21  in  said  chapter  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof,  the  following:  "Section  21.  The 
auditor  shall  receive  in  full  for  his  services  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  quarterly  payments. ' '

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  plans  for  a  dam  at  Wood- 
ward pond. 

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  water  works,  sewers 
and  drains  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  Engineer 
Wadsworth  and  Superintendent  Babbidge  to  investigate  the 
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practical  storage  capacity  of  Woodward  pond,  in  the  town  of 
Roxbury,  and  to  report  upon  the  cost  of  a  suitable  dam  for  the 
purpose  of  storing  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  the  prob- 
able future  needs  of  the  public. 
Passed  February  3,  1910. 


A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  the  purchase  of  fire  hose. 

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  fire  department  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  purchase 
one  thousand  feet  of. fire  hose  for  the  use  of  the  department, 
and  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  from  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  a  new  steel  bridge  across 

the  Ashuelot  river  on  Winchester  street.

committee  be  authorized  to  obtain  sealed  proposals  for  the 
same,  and  with  the  mayor  to  execute,  on  behalf  of  the  city  of 
Keene,  all  contracts  for  labor  and  materials  needed  therefor, 
within  the  limit  of  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  hereby.

Sir: — The  sum  that  the  city  of  Keene  is  required  to  ap- 
propriate for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  highways  this  year 
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is  $4,200.  In  order  to  procure  state  aid  the  sum  must  be 
$5,431.66,  from  which  amount  they  must  set  aside  $3,694.99  as 
the  city's  share  of  the  joint  fund  to  be  expended  on  the  West 
Side  road. 

These  figures  are  obtained  as  follows :  The  law  of  1899  re- 
quires the  city  to  set  aside  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent  for  high- 
way purposes,  which  on  the  1909  valuation  would  be  $18,475.- 
72,  but  the  law  makes  the  provision  that  no  town  or  city  shall 
be  required  to  raise  more  than  $50  per  mile  of  road.  Accord- 
ing to  the  state  highway  department's  figures  Keene  has  ap- 
proximately 84  miles  of  road,  hence  is  required  to  set  aside 
50  times  84,  or  $4,200.  The  law  of  1905  says  that  Keene,  ac- 
cording to  the  valuation,  shall  set  aside  33  l-3c  on  each  thou- 
sand dollars  valuation  for  permanent  improvement,  which  sum 
is  $2,463.33. 

In  order  for  Keene  to  get  state  aid  it  is  required  that  they 
further  set  aside  1-2  of  $2,463.83,  which  is  $1,231.66.  These  two 
sums  equal  $3,694.99  which  they  must  raise  for  state  aid,  and 
the  law  of  1899  plus  the  $1,231.66  equals  $5,431.66,  the  total 
amount  they  must  raise  for  all  highway  purposes  in  order  to 
receive  state  aid.

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And  further  resolved,  that  the  joint  standing  committee 
on  streets  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  petition  the  gover- 
nor and  council  for  state  aid  in  improving  its  roads.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  the  compilation  of  the 
ordinances  and  resolutions. 

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  a  committee,  to  comprise  the  mayor,  and  one  alder- 
man, two  councilmen,  the  city  clerk  and  the  city  solicitor,  be 
appointed  to  revise  and  compile  the  existing  ordinances  and 
resolutions  of  the  city,  and  report  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

That  the.  committee  be  authorized  to  procure  printed 
proofs  of  their  work  for  the  inspection  of  the  councils. 

Passed  March  17,  1910. 


AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  the  revenues  from  the  water  de- 
partment and  providing  for  the  use  and  disposition  of  the 
same. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  All  amounts  of  money  coming  into  the  hands 
of  the  city  treasurer  from  the  water  department,  whether 
from  the  collection  of  water  rates,  or  in  payment  for  labor  done 
by  the  water  department,  or  in  payment  for  property  or  the 
use  of  property  belonging  to  the  water  department,  shall  be 
kept  by  him  as  a  separate  fund,  and  shall  be  separately  desig- 
nated and  reported  by  him. 

Section  2.  From  the  water  department  fund  created  by 
section  1  of  this  ordinance,  without  vote  of  appropriation,  shall 
be  paid  all  amounts  required  to  be  paid  for  new  construction 
in  the  water  department,  for  interest  and  principal  of  water 
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bonds  or  loans,  or  in  any  other  way  strictly  on  account  of  and 
for  the  purposes  of  said  department.  Said  fund  shall  not  be 
the  subject  of  appropriation,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  whatever  than  in  this  section  is  provided.  The  pro- 
visions contained  herein,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  any  part  of  said  fund  for  new 
construction  except  as  and  when  directed  by  the  city  councils, 
or  in  any  way  to  increase  the  power  or  authority  of  the  super- 
intendent of  water  works. 

Section  3.  All  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  for  pay- 
ment of  any  expenditure  authorized  by  section  2  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  be  paid  out  of  said  water  department  fund  shall  speci- 
fically state  that  the  same  are  to  be  so  paid,  or  shall  be  so 
marked  or  stamped  as  to  give  notice  to  the  treasurer  to  that 
effect. 

Section  4.  Whenever  it  shall  become  evident  that  the 
revenues  from  the  water  department  are  more  than  sufficient 
to  keep  said  water  department  fund  adequate  for  the  payment 
of  all  amounts  provided  by  this  ordinance  to  be  paid  from  said 
fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
water  works  to  reduce  the  tariff  of  water  rates,  so  that  said 
revenues  shall  correspond  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  require- 
ments of  said  fund;  and  for  that  purpose  said  committee  may 
from  time  to  time,  as  there  may  be  occasion  therefor,  readjust 
said  tariff.  Any  tariff  of  water  rates  at  any  time  in  force  in 
said  water  department,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter 
fixed  by  said  committee,  may,  however,  be  altered  or  amended 
by  resolution  of  the  city  councils. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  January  1, 
1911.  On  that  date  the  city  clerk  shall  give  to  the  city  treas- 
urer a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  all  orders  which  have 
been  drawn  upon  the  treasury  in  the  month  of  December,  1910, 
for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  water  department  specified  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance.  On  the  same  date  said  treasurer 
shall  transfer  to  a  separate  fund  out  of  any  money  of  the  city 
in  his  hands,  except  trust  funds  and  money  otherwise  appro- 
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priated,  an  amount  equal  to  the  excess  of  all  receipts  from  the 
water  department  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1, 
1910,  and  during  said  month  of  December,  over  the  total 
amount  of  expenditures  on  behalf  of  said  department  for  the 
same  time,  as  shown  by  said  statement  of  said  city  clerk  and 
by  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of  said  department. 
The  fund  so  created  shall  be  in  all  respects  considered  and 
•used  as  a  water  department  fund  created  from  the  revenues  of 
the  water  department.  If  said  fund,  in  the  year  1911,  shall  at 
any  time  be  inadequate  to  meet  orders  drawn  upon  it  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  said  section  2,  the  city  treasurer  may 
temporarily  transfer  to  said  fund  from  any  other  money  in 
his  hands  except  trust  funds,  and  money  otherwise  appropri- 
ated, such  an  amount  as  will  render  said  fund  adequate  for 
such  purpose.  The  amount  so  transferred,  however,  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible,  be  transferred  back  from  said  water  depart- 
ment to  the  general  city  fund. 
Passed  April  7,  1910. 


A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  authorizing  an  issue  of  bonds  and 
providing  for  the  pavement  of  Central  Square. 
Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 

follows : 

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  streets  be  and  here- 
by is  authorized  to  cause  the  highway  in  Central  Square  in 
the  city  of  Keene  to  be  paved  with  brick  or  some  other  suit- 
able paving  material,  and  said  committee,  acting  with  the 
mayor,  is  authorized  to  cause  specifications  for  the  pavement 
of  said  square  to  be  prepared,  to  advertise  for  bids  for  fur- 
nishing the  material  and  doing  the  work  according  to  such 
specifications,  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  to  execute  such  con- 
tract or  contracts  as  they  may  find  to  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  intent  of  this  resolution,  or  to  cause  said  work 
to  be  done  by  the  street  department,  as  they  may  judge  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  city. 
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And  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  expense  incurred  un- 
der the  authority  of  this  resolution  be  paid  out  of  the  annual 
appropriation  for  highways,  bridges  and  macadam. 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  the  joint  standing  com- 
mittee on  finance  be  authorized  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  city 
of  Keene  to  the  extent  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  raise 
money  for  highway  purposes,  by  issuing  and  selling  bonds  of 
the  city  for  said  sum.  Said  bonds  shall  be  so  drawn  that  three 
thousand  dollars  of  the  principal  sum  thereof  shall  fall  due  on 
July  1,  1911,  three  thousand  dollars  on  July  1,  1912,  three 
thousand  dollars  on  July  1,  1913,  three  thousand  dollars  on 
July  1,  1914,  and  three  thousand  dollars  on  July  1,  1915.  They 
shall  be  issued  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
43  of  the  laws  of  1895,  shall  be  payable  either  to  the  bearer  or 
to  the  registered  holder  thereof  by  name,  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum  to  be  fixed 
by  the  city  treasurer,  shall  be  in  such  denominations  and  pay- 
able at  such  place  as  the  city  treasurer  may  determine,  and 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  when  held  by  any  citizen  or 
citizens  of  the  city  of  Keene.  The  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  of  Keene,  and  shall  be 
added  to  the  appropriation  for  highways,  bridges  and  maca- 
dam for  the  current  year.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  the  extension  of  the  water 
main  on  Appleton  street.

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  water  works,  sewers 
and  drains  cause  the  water  main  on  Appleton  street  to  be  ex- 
tended  to  the  Hardy  farm,  so  called,  and  that  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($850),  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  making  said  extension.    Hut  this  resolution

That  in  addition  to  the  sums  heretofore  appropriated,  the 
further  sum  of  $200  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  quarantine  expenses.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  relating  to  street  sprinkling. 

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 

follows  : 

That  the  joint  standing  committee  on  streets  be  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  cause  to  bo  watered,  dur- 
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ing  the  current  year,  such  public  streets  and  places  as  they, 
in  their  discretion,  may  deem  judicious. 

That  the  superintendent  of  streets  be  and  he  hereby  is 
instructed  to  furnish  the  said  committee  with  three  pairs  of 
the  city's  horses  and  drivers  therefor,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said; but  said  horses  shall  always  be  at  the  absolute  disposal 
of  the  proper  authorities  whenever  required  for  the  use  of  the 
fire  department. 

That  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  and  instructed  to  assess  upon  each  estate  abutting 
upon  the  streets  and  places  so  watered  in  1909  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  watering,  and  to  certify  the 
amount  of  such  assessments  upon  each  estate  so  assessed  to 
the  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  include  the  same  in  the  next 
tax  bill  issued  for  the  annual  tax  on  each  of  said  estates,  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  previously  paid. 

That  such  assessments  shall  be  paid  to  the  collector  of 
taxes,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  June  first,  next. 

That  the  streets  so  designated,  and  no  others,  shall  be 
watered  during  the  present  year;  provided,  however,  that  said 
committee  may  cause  to  be  watered  other  streets,  or  parts  of 
streets,  in  their  discretion,  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  abutters 
upon  any  given  street  or  part  of  a  street,  shall  so  request  in 
writing. 

That  in  case  the  street  watering  service  be  extended  as 
aforesaid,  the  committee  aforesaid  shall  at  once  report  the 
same  to  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen,  who  shall  proceed 
to  assess  the  estates  of  all  abutters  upon  such  streets,  or  parts 
of  streets,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  certify  the  same  to 
the  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  collect  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  resolution  hereinbefore  contained.

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor 
agent. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene, 
as  follows: 

That  the  city  of  Keene  have  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing 
year  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Chapter  71  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1899.

AN  OEDINANCE  regulating  the  production,  care  and  sale  of 
milk,  food  and  food  substances,  and  granting  the  board  of 
health  power  to  employ  inspectors. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  condition  under  which  every  cow  is  kept 
whose  milk  is  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  in  the  city  of  Keene 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  board  of  health,  if  said  board  shall 
deem  it  necessary. 

Sect.  2.  No  milk  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  unless 
the  cow  from  which  the  same  was  drawn  is  free  from  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  unless  said  cow  shall  have 
given  a  satisfactory  negative  tuberculin  test  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  such  sale  of  milk,  and  unless  evidence  of  such 
fact  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  health  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished to  said  board. 

Sect.  3.  Cows  that  have  been  satisfactorily  tested  shall 
be  marked  "Tuberculin  Tested,"  and  shall  be  numbered,  and 
the  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  health,  giving 
the  number,  a  brief  description  of  the  animal,  and  the  name 
of  the  owner.  No  milk  shall  be  sold  from  a  cow  till  such  cer- 
tificate shall  have  been  filed. 

Sect.  4.  No  milk  shall  be  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  which 
has  been  drawn  from  a  cow  fed  on  any  substance  in  a  state  of 
putrefaction,  or  on  any  unwholesome  food,  or  from  cows  kept 
in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  condition. 

Sect.  5.  No  milk  kept  for  sale  shall  be  stored,  strained, 
cooled  or  mixed  in  any  room  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
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sleeping  purposes  or  for  the  stabling  of  horses  or  cattle  or 
other  animals  or  for  the  storage  of  manure,  offal  or  other  of- 
fensive matter. 

Sect.  6.  All  rooms  in  which  milk  is  stored,  cooled,  strained 
or  mixed  shall  be  kept  constantly  clean.  Proper  apparatus 
shall  be  provided  for  washing  or  sterilizing  all  utensils  used 
in  handling  milk  and  such  utensils  shall  be  washed  with  boil- 
ing water  or  sterilized  by  steam  after  being  so  used. 

Sect.  7.  No  urinal,  water-closet  or  privy  shall  be  located 
in  the  rooms  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections  or  so  situated 
as  to  pollute  the  atmosphere  of  said  rooms. 

Sect.  8.  All  milk  produced  for  the  purpose  of  sale  shall 
be  strained  and  cooled  as  soon  as  it  is  drawn  from  the  cow, 
provided,  however,  that  producers  may  sell  milk  without  pre- 
vious cooling  to  call  customers,  if  said  milk  is  sold  and  deliv- 
ered within  two  hours  after  milking. 

Sect.  9.  Milk  kept  for  sale  shall  at  all  times  register  on 
test  a  temperature  not  higher  than  50  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and 
shall  be  stored  in  a  covered  cooler,  box  or  refrigerator,  except 
as  provided  in  section  8. 

Sect.  10.  All  cans,  bottles  or  other  vessels  of  any  sort 
used  in  the  sale  or  handling  of  milk  shall  be  cleaned  or  steri- 
lized before  they  are  used  again  for  the  same  purpose. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  use  a  milk  vessel  as  a  container 
for  any  substance  other  than  milk. 

Sect.  12.  No  person  shall  bottle  milk  for  sale  upon  any 
wagon  or  elsewhere  than  at  the  regular  bottling  place  of  a 
producer  or  dealer. 

Sect.  13.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  production,  stor- 
age, transportation,  sale,  delivery  or  distribution  of  milk,  im- 
mediately on  the  occurrence  of  any  case  or  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  either  in  himself  or  in  his  family  or  amongst  his  em- 
ployees or  their  immediate  associates,  or  within  the  building 
or  premises  where  milk  is  stored,  sold  or  distributed,  shall 
notify  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  14.    When  any  person  engaged  in  the  production, 
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storage  or  distribution  of  milk  suffers  from  any  contagious  or 
infectious  disease,  or  when  such  disease  exists  amongst  employ- 
ees or  their  immediate  associates,  or  within  any  building  used 
in  any  way  in  the  milk  business,  no  milk  shall  be  then  or  there- 
after sold  or  delivered  from  such  dairy  or  milk  establishment 
except  by  permission  of  the  board  of  health,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  any  requirements  which  said  board  may  make. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  who  has  anything  to  do  with  the 
production  or  handling  of  milk,  which  is  sold  or  kept  for  sale, 
shall  enter  any  place  where  exists  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  nor  have  any  communication  with  any  person  who  is 
an  occupant  of  such  infected  place. 

Sect.  16.  No  vessels  which  have  been  handled  by  persons 
suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  shall  be  used  to  hold  or 
convey  milk  until  they  have  been  thoroughly  sterilized. 

Sect.  17.  No  bottle,  can  or  receptacle  used  for  the  recep- 
tion or  storage  of  milk  shall  be  removed  from  a  private  house, 
apartment  or  tenement  wherein  a  person  has  an  infectious 
disease. 

Sect.  18.  No  person,  by  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or 
agent  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  bring  into  the  city  of  Keene  for  the  purposes 
of  sale,  exchange  or  delivery  or  sell,  exchange  or  deliver  any 
milk,  skimmed  milk  or  cream  which  contains  more  than  250,000 
bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter,  or  which  has  a  temperature 
higher  than  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Sect.  19.  No  milk,  or  the  product  of  milk  drawn  from  a 
cow  within  fifteen  days  before  or  five  days  after  calving  shall 
be  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

Sect.  20.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Keeno  manufacture  for  sale,  sell,  or  keep 
for  sale  any  article  of  food  or  substance  to  be  used  in  the  man- 
ner of  food  or  drink,  under  unclean  or  unsanitary  conditions. 

Sect.  21.  It  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  the  foregoing 
section  if  the  premises  where  any  such  food  or  food  substance 
is  stored  or  kept  for  sale  are  not  kept  well  ventilated  and  free 
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from  foul  smells  and  odors;  or  if  fragments  of  meat,  bone  or 
other  refuse  or  waste  matter,  whether  animal  or  vegetable,  are 
allowed  to  accumulate  where  the  same  may  contaminate  the 
atmosphere,  or  where  such  food  or  food  substance,  manufac- 
tured, sold,  or  kept  for  sale,  may  come  in  contact  with  the 
same;  or  if  the  receptacles  containing  such  food  or  food  sub- 
stance, or  the  benches,  counters,  scales,  tools  and  other  objects 
with  which  such  food  or  food  substance  comes  or  may  come 
in  contact  are  not  kept  free  from  dirt  or  filth. 

Sect.  22.  The  board  of  health  shall  have  authority  to  em- 
ploy such  inspector  or  inspectors,  not  members  of-  said  board, 
as  they  may  require  to  make  periodical  inspections  of  places 
where  food  and  food  substances  are  manufactured,  sold  or  kept 
for  sale  and  where  milk  is  produced,  kept  or  sold  for  the  pur- 
pose of  facilitating  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  the  provisions  of  Chapter  48  of  the  Laws  of 
1907,  and  other  laws  or  ordinances  relating  to  the  purity  of 
foods  or  food  substances,  or  to  the  production,  care  or  sale  of 
the  same,  provided,  however,  that  such  inspectors  shall  be  paid 
only  for  the  time  they  are  actually  engaged  under  the  direction 
of  said  board,  and  that  the  total  amount  expended  by  said 
board  in  any  one  year  under  the  authority  of  this  section  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $300.00. 

Sect.  23.  No  person  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  any  member 
of  the  board  of  health,  or  any  inspector  appointed  by  said 
board  when  engaged  in  making  any  inspection  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  laws  or 
ordinances  relating  to  the  purity  of  food  and  food  substances, 
or  to  the  production,  care  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Sect.  24.  The  board  of  health  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
inspections  made  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  sections  20  and  21  of  this  ordinance  and  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  48  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  which  disclose  the 
existence  of  unclean  or  unsanitary  conditions,  or  the  sale  or 
keeping  for  sale  of  adulterated,  diseased  or  impure  foods. 
They  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  inspections  made  by  them 
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for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
first  nineteen  sections  of  this  ordinance ;  and  they  shall  at  least 
twice  in  each  year  make  a  report  to  the  city  councils  setting 
forth  the  information  contained  in  the  records  so  kept  and  the 
results  of  such  inspections. 

Sect.  25.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  26.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  October  1, 1910.

Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10  for  each 
offense,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION   relating  to   the  appropriation  of 
school  money.

three-way  hydrant  to  be  connected  with  the  main  near  the 
northwest  part  of  the  common  in  Central  Square,  and  that 
the  sums  of  $460,  $65,  and  $115,  be  appropriated  for  the  respec- 
tive projects,  from  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated.

To  draft  a  new  charter  for  the 
city  of  Keene  embodying  such  changes  as  the  committee  shall 
by  majority  vote  determine  upon  and  to  make  a  report  explan- 
atory of  the  same.  (5).  To  cause  such  number  of  copies  of 
said  proposed  new  charter  and  of  said  report  to  be  printed  as 
will  permit  of  a  free  distribution  of  the  same  to  the  citizens  in 
general,  the  expense  of  printing  said  report  to  be  paid  by  the 
city  upon  the  approval  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
printing.  (6).  To  call,  on  some  date  a  reasonable  time  after 
such  distribution,  a  mass  meeting  of  the  voters  of  Keene  to  see 
whether  they  will  vote  to  approve  said  proposed  new  charter 
and  to  ask  the  legislature  to  adopt  the  same. 
Passed  June  16,  1910.

Resolved  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  when  these  bodies  adjourn,  it  be  to  meet  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  September  next,  at  7.30  o'clock  p.  m.,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor.

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That  "and"  second  word  in  line  four  be  stricken  out  and 
the  word  "the"  substituted,  and  that  "Keene  Free  Press" 
be  inserted  after  "Republican"  line  4  of  section  2,  the  section 
to  then  read: 

Sect.  2.  All  city  ordinances,  and  joint  resolutions  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  mayor  the  public  good  requires,  shall  be 
published  in  one  issue  of  the  New  Hampshire  Sentinel,  the 
Keene  Evening  Sentinel,  the  Cheshire  Republican  and  the 
Keene  Free  Press,  and  the  clerk  shall  furnish  copies  therefor. 
In  the  annual  city  reports  shall  be  published  all  ordinances 
and  joint  resolutions  passed  during  the  year.

AN  ORDINANCE  in  amendment  of  chapter  32  of  the  city 
ordinances  relating  to  the  salaries  of  city  officers. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 

follows : 

Sections  4,  13  and  24  of  chapter  32  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  of  Keene  are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  4.  The  city  messenger  shall  receive  in  full  for  his 
services,  and  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  his  office,  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  dollars  per  year,  to  be  paid  in  equal  monthly 
payments. 

Sect.  13.  The  moderator  of  each  ward  shall  receive  in 
full  for  his  services,  and  for  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  his 
office,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  election, 
whether  primary,  state  or  city,  at  which  said  moderator  shall 
serve,  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  his  official  year. 

Sect.  24.  The  superintendent  of  fire  alarm  shall  receive 
in  full  for  his  services,  and  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  his 
office,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  year,  payable  in 
equal  monthly  payments. 

Passed  August  10,  1910. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  amending  an  ordinance  entitled  an  or- 
dinance regulating  the  production,  care  and  sale  of  milk, 
food  and  food  substances  and  granting  the  board  of 
health  power  to  employ  inspectors. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  councils  of  the  city  of  Keene,  as 
follows : 

That  all  that  part  of  the  above  named  ordinance  con- 
tained in  section  2,  after  the  words  "dangerous  to  the  public 
health"  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  words  inserted  in 
place  thereof:  "and  any  cow  shall  be  considered  diseased 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section  which  shall  show  reaction 
from  the  tuberculin  test.  The  presence  of  a  diseased  cow 
producing  milk  in  a  herd  from  which  milk  is  sold  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  violation  of  this  section"  so  that  said' 
section,  as  amended  shall  read  : 

Sect.  2.  No  milk  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  unless 
the  cow  from  which  the  same  was  drawn  is  free  from  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and  any  cow  shall  be  con- 
sidered diseased  within  the  meaning  of  this  section  which 
shall  show  reaction  from  the  tuberculin  test.  The  presence 
of  a  diseased  cow  producing  milk  in  a  herd  from  which  milk 
is  sold  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

By  striking  out  the  present  section  3  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

Sect.  3.  The  inspector  or  inspectors  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  shall  at  least  once  in  each  year  examine  each  cow 
the  milk  from  which  is  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the  city  of 
Keene  and,  if  in  his  judgment,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
any  such  cow  is  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  he  may  direct  that 
she  shall  be  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test,  and  thereafter 
no  milk  shall  bo  sold  from  said  cow  until  such  test  has  been 
made  and  a  certificate  of  a  registered  veterinary  showing  the 
result  of  such  test  shall  have  been  furnished  to  the  board  of 
health  or  to  said  inspector.  That  section  9  be  amended  by 
inserting  after  word  "sale,"  the  words,  "at  any  milk  depot 
or  room,"  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  amended.

Sect.  9.  Milk  kept  for  sale  at  any  milk  depot  or  room 
shall  at  all  times  register  on  test  a  temperature  not  higher 
than  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  shall  be  stored  in  a  cov- 
ered cooler,  box  or  refrigerator,  except  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 8. 

That  section  22  be  so  far  modified  that  the  same  as  amend- 
ed shall  read: 

Sect.  22.  The  city  councils  shall  elect  on  the  first  day  of 
September  and  annually  thereafter  a  registered  veterinary  to 
make  periodical  inspections,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  health,  of  places  where  food  and  food  substances  are  manu- 
factured, sold,  or  kept  for  sale  and  where  milk  is  produced, 
kept  or  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  provision  of  Chap- 
ter 48  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  and  other  laws  or  ordinances 
relating  to  the  purity  of  foods  or  food  substances,  or  to  the 
production,  care  or  sale  of  the  same;  the  salary  of  said  in- 
spector to  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  in  equal  monthly  payments.

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At  a  meeting  of  the  city  councils  held  June  2,  1910,  it  was 
voted : 

To  rebuild  the  dam  at  Echo  lake,  and  $6,000.00  was  ap- 
propriated for  that  purpose. 

Plans  were  made  and  the  work  began  July  27th. 

It  was  at  first  planned  to  re-locate  the  highway  about  two 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  dam,  but  opposition  on  the  part  of 
some  of  the  citizens  of  Roxbury  to  this  location,  the  dam  was 
moved  eight  feet  north  and  the  highway  constructed  over  the 
original  layout  of  the  highway. 

Test  pits  had  been  dug  along  the  line  of  the  proposed  dam 
and  estimates  made  accordingly,  but  as  the  work  progressed  it 
was  found  that  the  ledge  sloped  toward  the  north,  making  it 
necessary  to  go  deeper  with  the  core  than  was  at  first  estimated. 

The  dam  is  of  earth  with  a  concrete  core,  the  core  is  five 
feet  wide  at  the  base  and  twenty-two  inches  at  the  top.  It  is 
from  four  feet  to  eighteen  feet  high  and  contains  about  600 
cubic  yards  of  concrete  and  3,500  yards  of  earth  filling.  The 
upper  slope  is  paved  with  field  stone.  The  spillway  is  at  the 
east  end.  The  dam  is  476  feet  long  and  16  feet  wide  at  the 
top,  and  when  full  is  thirteen  feet  and  six  inches  deep  at  the 
intake.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cover  about  150  acres  and 
will  hold  530,000,000  gallons  of  water. 

A  twenty-inch  pipe  is  laid  through  the  dam  and  under  the 
road.  The  water  is  controlled  by  two  gates,  one  in  a  well  near 
the  centre  and  one  at  the  water  side  of  the  dam. 

The  dam  was  finished  October  19th,  1910.

The  messenger  has  collected  for  the  year  ending  December

The  joint  standing  committee  on  lands  and  buildings  has 
mproved  the  dressing  rooms  and  made  them  more  convenient 
'or  the  larger  traveling  companies  and  no  less  so  for  all  the 
>atrons  of  the  opera  house. 

Double  doors  have  been  constructed  to  permit  of  the  ex- 
libition  of  the  largest  motor  carriages;  and,  to  comply  with 
he  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  safety  of  the  public, 
he  committee  has  caused  an  iron  stairway,  for  a  fire  escape,

Aside  from  the  repairs  mentioned  above,  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  these  and  other  streets  that 
more  properly  comes  under  the  head  of  cleaning  streets,  pick- 
ing stones,  etc. 

Central  square  has  been  paved  with  brick  laid  on  a  cemeni 
foundation  with  a  two-inch  sand  cushion  between.  The  con- 
tract was  let  to  Field,  Barker  &  Underwood  of  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  and  they  received  $16,943.98.  This  price  included  the  fur- 
nishing of  "Mack"'  brick  and  all  labor  and  materials  for  lay- 
ing same,  the  city  setting  all  curbing  and  grates  to  the  required 
grade,  and  removing  the  flag  stones  and  all  surplus  gravel. 
The  cost  of  setting  curbing  was  $199.65.    The  gravel  removed 
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was' used  to  surface  several  streets  and  also  for  making  fills 
for  new  streets  and  sidewalks.  The  expense  of  same  was 
3harged  to  the  streets  on  which  the  material  was  used,  the 
imount  of  this  expense  was  $502.02. 

Main  street  has  been  covered  with  gravel  from  the  Arch 
bridge  to  the  Swanzey  line,  and  graded  to  correspond  with  the 
electric  car  tracks,  requiring  a  fill  in  some  places  of  two  feet, 
taking  1,229  loads  of  gravel,  at  an  expense  of  $943.17. 

Pearl  street  and  Island  street  near  the  schoolhouse  were 
ordered  raised  to  compare  with  the  grade  of  the  state  road, 
costing  $195.20  on  Island  street  and  $1,153.85  on  Pearl  street 
for  labor,  and  requiring  1,705  loads  of  gravel  at  10c  per  load. 

Sixty-three  barrels  of  "Tarvia  B"  were  used  this  year 
on  Roxbury  and  Marlboro  streets. 

Tr?tp  rock  was  used  to  macadam  West  street  from  Pearl 
street,  west  to  C.  P.  Pitcher's.

STATE  ROAD. 


Keene  being  on  the  line  of  the  West  Side  Trunk  Line,  has 
had  6,300  ft.  of  macadam  road  built  on  Winchester  street  and 
when  the  sum  of  $1,726.84  now  due  the  Lane  Construction  Com- 
pany has  been  paid,  will  have  cost  Keene  for  its  share  of  the 
expense,  $7,849.57.  There  was  also  an  expense  of  $49.10  for 
oil,  lighting  lanterns  and  burning  brush. 

There  were  two  iron  bridges  built  by  the  city  of  Keene 
on  Winchester  street,  The  one  over  Ash  Swamp  brook  com- 
pleted cost  $1,197.96.  The  bridge  over  the  Ashuelot  river, 
including  abutments,  wing  walls,  etc.,  has  cost  $8,395.30,  and 
there  is  now  due  the  Canton  Bridge  Company,  as  soon  as  the 
bridge  is  completed  and  accepted,  $2,036.00. 

Concrete  abutments  and  concrete  roadways  were  built 
for  both  of  these  bridges. 

I  would  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  in  regard 
to  procuring  some  place  to  house  the  wagons  and  tools  of  the 
highway  department,  as  at  present  many  of  them  are  kept  out 
of  doors  a  great  deal,  causing  by  far  more  damage  than  the 
wear  of  actual  use.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONER. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils : 
I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  past  summer,  with  funds 
available  for  park  purposes,  a  passable  road  has  been  con- 
structed over  the  right  of  way  given  to  the  city  by  the  Elliot 
heirs,  from  a  point  near  Ajax,  in  Robin  Hood  Forest,  to  Jordan 
road  on  Beech  hill. 

It  is  now  possible  by  walk  or  drive,  to  pass  over  nearly 
two  miles  of  road  in  this  most  interesting  part  of  the  park, 
using  the  Lincoln  street,  Jordan  road,  or  Roxbury  street  en- 
trance. 

Considerable  work  has  also  been  performed  in  Wheelock 
Park,  by  way  of  removing  dead  limbs  from  the  large  trees 
around  the  spot  most  patronized  for  picnic  purposes,  making 
this  place  very  much  safer  in  this  respect  than  it  has  been  in 
the  past.  I  have  also  continued  Mr.  Wheelock 's  policy,  as  I 
understand  it,  in  trimming  the  smaller  trees  to  some  extent.

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REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 
I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  re- 
port of  the  fire  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November 
30,  which  finds  the  department  fully  up  to  the  standard  as 
regards  apparatus  and  equipment  and  with  a  full  quota  of 
men  in  each  company. 

You  will  note  from  the  following  table  of  fires  and  losses 
that  the  department  has  responded  to  sixty-nine  alarms,  six- 
teen bell  alarms,  fifty  still  alarms,  and  three  calls  from  out  of 
town.  The  loss  at  these  fires  was  $5,650.00.  The  insurance 
paid  was  $5,650.00.  The  estimated  valuation  of  the  buildings 
that  the  fires  were  in  was  $76,650.00.  Much  of  this  small  loss 
is  due  to  the  use  of  chemical  wagons,  and  prompt  response  of 
the  drivers  and  men  in  answering  the  alarms,  for  which  there 
cannot  be  too  much  credit  given,  and  to  the  aid  given  by  the 
citizens  in  keeping  their  cellars  and  alley  ways  free  from  rub- 
bish and  other  combustible  matter.  AVe  have  responded  to 
three  alarms  out  of  town,  all  in  Swanzey,  two  of  brush  fires, 
and  one  at  the  hotel  at  Swanzey  Centre,  Swanzey  having  paid 
the  city  for  the  entire  expense  of  these  fires. 

Improvements  and  new  apparatus  added  to  the  depart- 
ment :  The  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  has  been  painted  and 
Hobbs  runners  ordered  for  the  same;  1,100  feet  of  2^-inch 
rubber-lined  fire  hose  have  been  purchased.  The  Amoskeag 
engine,  reported  last  year  as  being  taken  away  for  repairs,  has 
been  returned  and  works  to  our  entire  satisfaction.  The  fire 
district  has  been  kept  thoroughly  inspected  from  time  to  time 
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byi  the  board  of  engineers.  This  I  consider  a  very  important 
matter  as  without  doubt  it  prevents  many  fires  from  being 
started  in  dangerous  places.  With  the  aid  and  advice  of  the 
county  solicitor  we  had  fire  escapes  placed  on  eleven  buudings 
including  all  coming  within  the  law  passed  at  the  last  legis- 
lature. 

Apparatus  and  force:  The  apparatus  and  force  of  the 
department,  under  a  chief  and  three  assistant  engineers,  lo- 
cated at  central  fire  station.  Vernon  street,  is  as  follows : 

Steamer  company  (25  men)  with  Amoskeag  steamer  No. 
1.  Button  steamer  No.  2.  one  combination  chemical  and  hose 
wagon,  one  Eelief  hose  wagon.  Washington  Hook  and  Ladder 
company  ;^20  men)  has  one  service  truck  and  one  Belief  truck. 
Deluge  Hose  company  (20  men)  has  one  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagon. 

There  are  6,800  feet  of  fire  hose,  300  feet  of  chemical  hose, 
1,500  feet  of  linen  hose  at  South  Keene.  six  6-gallon  and  four 
3-gallon  extinguishers,  one  cellar  pipe,  uniforms,  rubber  boots 
and  hats  for  the  department,  four  sets  of  swing  harnesses,  two 
extra  Barry  collars  and  three  sleds.  As  Hobbs  runners  take 
the  place  of  the  three  sleds  I  would  recommend  that  the  city 
dispose  of  two  of  these  as  the  department  has  use  for  but  one. 

I  make  the  following  recommendations :  That  the  city 
purchase  1.000  feet  of  24-inch  cotton  rubber  lined  hose  to  re- 
place hose  that  has  given  out  in  the  past  year,  as  hose  is  only 
warranted  for  four  years  and  some  of  ours  is  much  older  than 
that  and  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time ;  that  the  city  purchase 
a  Deluge  set  which  would  be  a  great  convenience  in  case  of 
fire  in  large  blocks  where  a  heavy  stream  is  required,  and  in 
a  measure  take  the  place  of  a  water  tower  and  be  of  much 
less  expense  to  the  city;  that  new  stall  doors  with  Clay  springs 
and  hinges  attached,  these  being  more  reliable  and  giving  bet- 
ter satisfaction  than  those  now  in  use,  be  placed  in  front  of 
the  horses  at  the  steamer  house ;  that  the  city  purchase  rubber 
coats  for  the  department  to  replenish  as  well  as  to  replace 
those  that  are  now  giving  out ;  that  there  be  three  new  fire 
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alarm  boxes  installed,  one  at  West  Keene,  one  at  upper  Elm 
street,  and  one  on  George  street  at  the  corner  of  Sullivan 
street.  As  these  are  places  situated  at  some  distance  from  the 
fire  station  these  boxes  would  insure  a  more  prompt  response 
to  an  alarm.  I  also  deem  it  necessary  to  have  at  our  disposal 
from  December  1  to  April,  during  the  season  of  high  winds 
and  heavy  snow,  two  pairs  of  horses  at  the  station.  Under 
the  existing  condition  this  is  impossible  without  infringing 
upon  the  rights  of  the  superintendent  of  highways,  as  the  fire 
department  pays  for  but  one  regular  team,  and  for  the  other 
three  for  answering  alarms  only,  I  think  that  the  fire  depart- 
ment should  bear  the  expense  of  the  extra  team.  This  would 
provide  for  emergencies  during  this  time  of  the  year  when 
the  drivers  are  apt  to  be  plowing  out  sidewalks,  where  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  hear  the  alarm. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. — Since  the  fire  alarm  tele- 
graph was  repaired  and  improved  last  year  it  has  given  good 
satisfaction  and  very  little  trouble  for  which  I  extend  my 
thanks  to  the  superintendent.  There  has  been  one  new  box 
authorized  to  be  located  on  Middle  street  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
high  school  building,  the  number  to  be  41. 

I  take  pleasure  in  further  reporting  that  harmony  prevails 
between  officers  and  men  of  the  several  companies,  that  they 
appreciate  their  quarters  and  the  liberal  spirit  manifested  by 
the  city  councils  in  promptly  providing  for  the  needs  of  the 
department.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  valuable 
aid  afforded  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  joint  stand- 
ing committee  on  fire  department,  the  lands  and  buildings  com- 
mittee and  the  superintendent  of  the  streets.  A  most  cordial 
relation  exists  among  the  members  associated  with  me  on  the 
board  of  engineers,  who  with  the  officers,  members  of  the  de- 
partment, and  public  have  assisted  me  during  the  past  year 
and  to  them  and  the  city  councils  I  extend  my  thanks  and 
hearty  appreciation.

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- 1.  The  superintendent  has  the  right  to  strike  one  blow 
upon  the  bells  at  any  time,  to  test  the  circuit;  also  to  ring  in 
one  round  from  any  box,  preceded  by  a  single  blow  exactly 
five  minutes  after  the  noon  stroke,  on  Saturdays,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  boxes. 

2.  The  signal  22  repeated  on  the  bells  is  to  call  the  fire- 
men to  their  houses  for  further  orders. 

3.  Two  blows  struck  upon  the  bells  signifies  a  still  alarm. 

4.  In  case  of  a  serious  fire  the  engineers  may  cause  a 
second  alarm  to  be  sounded  from  the  nearest  box.  A  second 
alarm  is  given  by  striking  ten  blows,  followed  by  the  box 
number. 

5.  As  box  9,  which  is  located  on  city  hall,  is  still  likely  to 
be  used  for  a  general  alarm,  and  to  be  pulled  for  a  fire  which 
is  not  in  or  near  the  square,  the  engineers  will  ring  in  a  second 
alarm  or  four  full  rounds  from  this  box,  if  there  is  fire  of  any 
magnitude  near  the  square. 

6.  The  old  alarm  on  city  hall  will  only  be  rung  between 
9  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  except  in  case  of  serious  fire. 

7.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Beaver  Mills 
Co.,  and  alarms  of  fire  will  be  given  on  their  whistle  same  as 
by  the  bells.

Gentlemen: — Few  changes  have  been  made  on  the  circuits 
of  the  fire  alarm  lines  during  the  present  municipal  year. 

Box  No.  53  has  been  moved  to  a  new  location,  from  the 
corner  of  Island  and  Winchester  streets  to  the  corner  of  Win- 
chester street  and  Winchester  court,  opposite  the  Marcus  Ellis 
place.  This  change  seemed  to  be  necessary  on  account  of  the 
habit  of  some  very  young  children  of  using  the  box  for  a  play- 
thing. It  appears  to  the  superintendent  that  this  conduct 
needs  some  effective  punishment. 

A  new  fire  alarm  box,  to  be  numbered  41  has  been  ordered 
placed  in  Middle  street. 

The  system  has  not  failed  to  work  properly  during  the 
year.  Minor  troubles  from  lightning,  during  thunder  showers, 
have  been  experienced,  but  none  from  power  or  lighting 
currents. 

The  fire  alarm  telegraph  system  seems  to  be  in  good  order.

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REPORT  OF 

TRUSTEES  OF  KEENE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene. 

Gentlemen  : — The  trustees  of  the  Keene  Public  Library  beg 
Leave  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  they  have  endeavored 
as  best  they  could  to  carry  on.  in  a  manner  to  conserve  the 
interests  of  the  city  and  its  people,  the  important  public  insti- 
tution whose  management  has  been  placed  to  a  large  degree 
in  their  hands,  but  owing  to  the  unusual  conditions  that  have 
prevailed,  the  board  has  been  confronted  by  an  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  affairs  during  a  large  portion  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  1909  a  committee  of  this  board  and  a 
committee  representing  the  two  boards  of  the  city  government 
conferred  together  with  the  purpose  of  working  out  plans  for 
the  improvements  and  enlargements  in  the  library  building 
which  had  for  several  years  been  recommended  and  which 
appeared  to  be  imperative. 

A  library  expert  and  an  architect  were  employed  and 
through  the  latter  a  general  plan  for  proposed  alterations  was 
submitted  for  consideration.  It  seemed  probable  at  that  time 
that  the  completion  of  working  plans  for  the  contemplated 
alterations  could  thereafter  be  speedily  and  readily  worked 
out. 

During  the  present  year,  much  to  our  regret,  no  progress 
whatever  has  been  made  upon  the  recommended  improvements. 
It  has  been  currently  reported  from  time  to  time,  that  the  coun- 
cils were  about  to  consider,  or  were  considering  the  matter, 
and  that  they  had  ordered  a  set  of  working  plans  for  certain 
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alterations;  but  what  these  may  have  been  this  board  has  no 
knowledge.  We  have  received  no  communication  from  the 
councils  in  regard  to  the  matter  and  have  not  been  consulted 
in  any  way  in  regard  to  plans  proposed. 

During  the  summer  the  board  received  a  communication 
and  enquiries  from  a  contractor  and  others  asking  for  details 
and  information  as  to  contemplated,  improvements,.  This  fact 
was  made  known  to  the  councils  through  the  city  clerk,  the 
trustees  asking  for  information  as  to  what  was  being  done; 
but  this  board  has  never  received  any  answer  to  its  letter  of 
inquiry  from  the  councils.  The  trustees  are  at  a  loss  to  explain 
the  reasons  for  the  peculiar  and  unusual  conditions  existing. 

In  the  meantime  the  trustees  have  been  left  in  a  state  of 
great  anxiety  as  to  the  care  of  the  property  in  their  hands. 
Necessary  repairs  have  been  deferred  on  this  account  and  it 
has  been  impossible  to  judge  as  to  present  or  future  needs 
under  such  conditions.    The  confusion  and  overcrowding  so 
long  existing  for  lack  of  room  has  increased  and  the  purchase 
of  facilities  has  been  prevented.    At  present  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  trustees  that  an  early  adoption  or  rejection  by  the  city 
of  such  plans  for  the  future  as  this  board  has  recommended  j 
or  such  of  the  trustees  and  the  councils  jointly  recommended  | 
in  1909,  is  imperative.    In  the  librarian's  report  hereby  ap-  j 
pended,  further  statistics  may  be  found  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  increase  in  the  circulation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library: 

The  past  year,  as  to  the  circulation  of  books,  has  been  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  library.  Up  to  the  present  year 
the  largest  number  issued  was  33,886  volumes  in  1908,  and  for 
this  year  statistics  give  35,006,  an  increase  of  1,120. 

Among  the  more  valuable  additions,  for  the  year,  may  be 
noted  " Great  Events  of  Famous  Historians,"  edited  by  Kossi- 
ter  Johnson,  in  20  volumes;  a  new  set  of  Trollope  in  26  vol- 
umes; and  Grove's  "Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians"  in 
5  volumes.  The  library  has  also  been  very  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing 38  volumes  of  "  Li  tt  ell's  Living  Age,"  covering  years  1870- 
1882,  which  have  been  bound,  and  will  be  of  great  value  in 
the  reference  department. 

Several,  books  have  been  received  as  gifts,  among  them, 
an  autograph  copy  of  Mr.  Littell's  "Historians  and  the  English 
Reformation." 

The  library  has  been  open  every  week  day  during  the  year, 
3xcept  legal  holidays  and  two  days  in  November,  for  waxing 
the  floors. 

The  regular  routine  and  reference  work  becomes  more 
iifficult  each  year,  owing  to  the  extremely  crowded  condition 
3f  stack  and  reference  rooms.  Valuable  material  constantly 
being  stored  away,  is  becoming  valueless  to  our  readers.  A 
new  charging  system  and  various  other  up-to-date  devices  for 
making  the  library  more  useful  are  needed,  but  are  out  of  the 
question,  until  the  city  government  shall  recognize  the  library's 
immediate  need  of  the  necessary  alterations,  and  take  definite 
steps  to  improve  the  condition  long  ago  brought  to  their 
attention.

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REPORT  OF 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CEMETERIES. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Councils: 
I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  November  30,  1910. 

The  work  of  the  year  in  the  cemetery  department  has  not 
differed  materially  from  that  of  recent  years.  The  extremely 
dry  season  has  made  it  impossible  to  keep  some  parts  of  the 
cemeteries  in  the  usual  condition,  and  the  care  of  lots  has  been 
difficult  throughout  the  entire  season  on  that  account. 

A  long  needed  improvement  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
finishing  of  a  room  in  the  tool  house,  and  the  building  of  a 
chimney,  making  it  possible  to  use  a  stove  and  so  give  better 
care  to  tools  and  equipment  in  cold  weather,  as  well  as  added 
comfort  and  safety  to  the  workmen  in  inclement  weather.  The 
condition  of  the  old  concrete  driveway,  and  the  Page  street 
fence  in  Greenlawn,  are  in  the  same  unsightly  condition  as  at 
the  time  of  my  last  report,  and  I  would  respectfully  repeat  the 
recommendation  of  that  date.  Your  attention  is  also  called  to 
the  need  of  a  new  fence  for  the  cemetery  at  West  Keene,  and 
I  would  most  respectfully  urge  that  your  honorable  body  bear 
these  needs  in  mind  when  making  the  appropriations  for  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Keene : 

In  submitting  our  annual  report  for  the  year,  we  would 
say,  that  in  all  matters  coming  under  our  jurisdiction,  as  the 
board  of  health,  we  have  attended  to  the  same  as  usual,  which 
have  been  of  the  ordinary  character  and  importance.  As  the 
sewer  system  has  been  extended,  after  being  notified  by  us, 
the  owners  of  property  on  the  lines  of  the  sewer,  have  con- 
nected their  premises  with  the  same  as  required  by  law  and 
the  city  ordinances,  generally  in  a  reasonable  and  satisfactory 
manner.  Nuisances  have  been  abated  wherever  reported  to 
exist,  the  particular  description  of  which  could  not  be  speci- 
fied in  this  report,  in  a  way  that  seemed  satisfactory. 

The  new  duties  devolving  upon  us  by  an  "  Ordinance  regu- 
lating the  Production,  Care  and  Sale  of  Milk,  Food  and  Food 
Substances, ' '  so  called,  such  as  the  issuing  of  licenses  and  other 
requirements  of  the  act,  have  been  attended  to,  the  full  state- 
ment of  which  will  appear  in  our  report  to  be  made  to  the 
city  councils  at  a  later  date  in  accordance  with  requirements 
of  the  said  act. 

There  have  been  fewer  cases  of  contagious  diseases  in  the 
city  during  the  year  than  in  some  other  years,  which  may  be 
construed  as  indicating  that  the  general  health  of  the  com- 
munity is  good. 

During  that  time  there  have  been  reported,  seven  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  seven  cases  of  diphthria,  four  of  typhoid  fever 
and  nine  cases  of  measles. 

The  only  case  where  death  resulted  from  such  sickness 
was  one  from  typhoid  fever;  the  other  patients  have  fully  re- 
covered, except  a  recent  case  of  diphtheria,  and  in  thai  the 
patient  is  on  the  road  to  recovery.
